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Budget Not Too Limited 
To Bear Dining Hall Frills 

Juniata, like ail small, independent colleges, operates on a very 
limited budget, and in the name of this limited budget, students, 
faculty, and oTher members of the college community are frequently 
asked to endure inconveniences - in the dormitory, in the dining hall, 
and, for college employees, in the pay check. The financial problem 
is an understandable one; therefore, almost everyone is willing to 
take these inconveniences in his stride. 

However, when students feel that college money -- a good part of 
it student money -- is not being put to its best possible use. they naiur- 
aliy leseni it. And there are certainly many things Juniata could use 
better than a dining hall hostess I 

With all respects to our hostess as an individual, it is not unreason-' 
abJe, we feel, to ask just exactly what are the duties of this employee? 
Several attempts at clarifying her duties have been made, with such 
nebulous definitions as “to make the students more comfortable” and 
“to coordinate the work of the waitresses and maintain order in the 
dining hall” resulting. 

Bui isn't it ihe duly of the head waitress and her two assistants to 
coordinate the work of the waitresses? If so, someone is superfluous. 
And to expect one person to maintain order among more than 500 stu¬ 
dents, crowded into two dining halls, is a bit unrealistic. In fact, on oc¬ 
casion. behavior has gotten worse instead of better, for several students 
have manifested their resentment of the hostess, admittedly in a very 
childish fashion, by purposely displaying rude manners to heckle her. 

Again, it is not the individual, but the idea of a hostess, or a “spy,” 
as the students and waitresses seem to regard it, that is resented. If 
there is a good purpose for employing a hostess, then by all means let 
us employ one. But first, we would like an official clarification of the 
duties of this employee — couched in definite terms. In all fairness to 1 
the hostess, as well as to the students and waitresses, such a clarifiea-: 
tion must be made.

Perhaps the most disgrace¬ 
ful portion was during the nomination of Presi¬ 
dential candidates when Georgia nominated an ob¬ 
scure Congressmen so that her Gavernor could 
have fifteen minutes in which to rant and rage 
against the U. S. Supreme Court and encourage 
the American people to ignore the Law of the 
Liana. 

What a difference there was at the Republican 
Convention m San Francisco! Their keynote 
speaker was a friendly-voiced, cool-headed man 
who said that he came to give the American peo¬ 
ple leadership , not to give them hell. The Rep¬ 
ublicans also had an ex-President in their midst 
He however, received a warm and enthusiastic 
welcome because of the convention’s admiration 
and respect for his long life of distinguished and 
dedicated service to his nation.

Bunn Readies Players 
For Moravian Battle 

The Juniata gridders have a- 
quired a “new look” this year. 

New faces, a new offense, and 
a new head coach. Ken Bunn will 
appear on the JC football scene 
this fall. 

Bunn moves into his first col¬ 
lege coaching job this season as 
successor to Bob Hicks who guid¬ 
ed the Indians through two un¬ 
beaten seasons and extended the 
nations longest small college un¬ 
beaten record to 24 games. Hicks 
resigned last March to become 
head coach of football and base¬ 
ball at DePauw University in 
Greencastle, Indiana. 

Basketball Assistant 

In addition to his football du¬ 
ties. Bunn was appointed to the 
faculty as instructor in physical 
education and' head baseball 
coach. He will also assist Dr. T. 
Arnold Greene in basketball. 

Bunn is the third consecutive 
Penn State graduate to coach the 
Tribe. He played center under 
three head coaches for the Nit- 
tney Lions, Bob Higgins, Joe Bed- 
enk and Rip Engle. He won ac¬ 
claim as all-state center in 1950. 
Engle considered him “one of the 
most valuable men we had on 
the squad”. 

In his early playing days at 
State, Bunn was handicapped by 
a serious leg injury but he came 
on to become first string in Eng¬ 
le’s first season at the University. 
Bunn was considered small in this 
day of giant linemen, but Engle 
gives him credit for “determina¬ 
tion” because many boys 1 with 
his injury would not have at¬ 
tempted to continue football. 

High School Coach 

Between his graduation from 
State in 1951 and his arrival at 
Juuniata, Bunn has been fulfil¬ 
ling coaching chores at Lawrence 
high school on Long Island and 
more recently at West Shore high 
school in Lemoyne.

Indians Polishing 
Multiple Offense 


FIRST GAME OCTOBER 6 

With the season's opener two 
weeks away, the Juniata College 
football squad has been working 
hard to polish the new multiple 
offense that coach Ken Bunn is 
installing. 

Juniata giidiron fans will be 
able to see the “new“ Indians in 
a.lion starting October 6 against 
Moravan here on College Hill. 

Bunn, assisted by a former 
teammate of his at Penn State, 
Charley Godlasky, has been work¬ 
ing since the first practice ses¬ 
sion on Labor Day, with 51 candi¬ 
dates. Ten of these are lettermen, 
while thirty of thos practicing 
are freshmen. 

Bunn is faced with the job of 
replacing eight graduated seniors, 
including seven starters who for¬ 
med the backbone of the three 
teams that have given Juniata 
24 straight games without a de¬ 
feat. Included in that streak is 
the 6-6 tie with Missouri Valley 
in the Tangerine Bowl on January 
2. This is the second longest un¬ 
beaten string in the nation. 

Will Run Anything 
Juniata’s offense this year will 
be a multiple offense in which 
coach Bunn says, “We will run 
anything with equal efficiency.” 
He also pointed out that although 
much of the offense will be simi¬ 
lar to the Blue and Gold’s stand- 
aid single wing of the former un¬ 
conquered teams, we may have 
to make some personnel changes 
to meet conditions.” 

Bunn will have standouts John 
Staley, senior center from Taren- 
tum; Charles (Moon) Mullen, sen¬ 
ior tackle from Altoona, and Bob 
Sill, junior fullback from Fair- 
less Hills to spearhead the Indnan 
attack. Sill holds Juniata’s single 
season rushing record. 

Key men in the middle of the 
line are guards Charlie Haines, 
senior from Conemaugh; Bill 
Schott, junior from Glenshaw, 
and Don Shover, sophomore from 
Harrisburg, who has moved from 
blocking back. Also bolstering 
the line will be junior Bernie 
McQuown, tackle from Punxsu- 
tawney, and A1 Sellari, sopho¬ 
more end from Aliquippa. 

Glen Hassinger, junior half¬ 
back from Carlisle, will be join¬ 
ed in the backfield by Joe Trim- 
ber, who was the star wingback 
on the first JC undefeated team. 
Trimber has returned from ser¬ 
vice in the Army.

JC Senate Reaches Impasse 


In Dining Hall Negotiations 

The college presently has the facilities to serve breakfast to the 
students cafeteria style, according to the college president, it was re¬ 
ported at Wednesday evening's Senate meeting. 

Only the opposition of the institutional manager, Miss Francis 


Mathias, prevents such a program 
from being initiated. This infor¬ 
mation was devolved during a 
conversation between President 
Calvert Ellis and vice president 
Newt Taylor, who was at the time 
investigating the possibilities! of 
having to serve breakfast cafet¬ 
eria style in the new dormitory 
for women. 

Students To Petition 

Leadership Conference had re- 
qusted such action. 

Since the president was quoted 
as saying that institution of such 
a procedure physically “could be 
done” (he made no definite sta¬ 
tement supporting or rejecting 
such a proposal, it was reported), 
the Senate voted to have a peti¬ 
tion circulated among the stu¬ 
dents seeking such action. 

The report from the delegation 
which asked Miss Mathias for the 
publication of menues of dining 
hall meals showed that the dieti¬ 
cian could not do so for various 
reasons: a. the menu is very tenta 
tive—changes occur about 40 per¬ 
cent of the time when ordered 
food does not arrive on time;b. a 
lot more students would cut meals* 
thus leaving a lot more food to 
be served as leftovers; e. Miss 
Mathias, who puts in about 14 
hours a day on her job, does not 
have the time to devote to such 
a project, and d. often the menu 
is changed because for various 
reasons the kitchen staff is often 
short of help and scheduled dish¬ 
es must be set aside in favor of 
those easier to prepare. 

Furthermore, Miss Mathias po¬ 
inted out according to the delega¬ 
tion’s report, that she would not 
publish dining hall menues “if 
the president (of the college) him¬ 
self” requested her to do so. The 
Senate voted to drop the entire 
matter.

Registration Here 
Higher Than Ever 

This year’s fall term enrollment 
has shattered all previous records 
with 727 students officially reg¬ 
istered to a recent check by the 
office of the registrar. 

This total exceeded the previ¬ 
ous all-time opening week high 
of 689 established in September, 
1948. 

The total of 727 includes 26 
“special” students, all from the 
Huntingdon area, who are enrol¬ 
led as non-degree students in 
music, education, etc. 

Men Outnumber Coeds 

Men outnumber women 469 to 
258 with the total number of 
women slightly lower than last 
year’s 263. Included in the total 
are 604 resident students — a 
total of 44 more than last year's 
record high of 560. This has caus¬ 
ed a crowded housing condition 
which was easied by the coopera¬ 
tion of Huntingdon citizens in 
making rooms available to men. 

The registration summary re¬ 
leased by James Bray, registrar, 
follows: 

Resident students: men, 382; 
women, 222; total, 604. Non-resi¬ 
dent students: men, 76; women, 
21; total, 97. Special students: 
men, 9; women, 10; total, 19. Non¬ 
credit music students: men, 2; 
women, 5; total, 7.

Judiciary Ideas On Campus Under Four Senates 


If there is an issue on campus 
older than Operation Recreation, 
it is that of the Campus Judici¬ 
ary, currently being dealt with 
by the fourth successive Senate 
and soon to come to a vote of the 
student body. 

The avowed purpose of the 
Judiciary, as stated in the pre¬ 
amble to its constitution, is “...to 
give the student body an explicit 
means toward self-discipline, and 
a greater opportunity for self- 
government, and to improve co¬ 
operation among our respective 
groups (students, faculty, and 
administration) ...” 

Not an honor system 
The judiciary is not meant to 


operate as an honor system—that 
is, students will not have to re¬ 
port themselves and others; how 
ever, it will alter regulation of 
student behavior in that the res¬ 
ponsibility of punishment for 
misconduct will be shifted from 
the administration to the stud¬ 
ents themselves. 

By shifting this responsibility 
it is hoped that students will 
come to understand and better 
appreciate the problems invol¬ 
ved in regulating student con¬ 
duct. The committee will have 
wide discretionary powers of de¬ 
cision; thus, through establish¬ 
ing precedent, it can become a 
policy making as well as a law 


enforcing agency. 

Broad Jurisdiction 

Its jurisdiction will include all 
the regulations governing student 
conduct - in essence, the entire 
Grey Paper, except for infraction 
of dormitory regulations, which, 
if minor, will be handled by the 
respective house committees. 

The Judiciary will consist of 
four junior and senior members 
of the student body, to be elected 
by the students at a special elec¬ 
tion which will be held the week 
of October 15 if the judiciary is 
accepted; the chairman of men’s 
house, the chairman of women’s 
house, as representatives from

Congestion is created in the corri¬ 
dors of Students Hall and the 
front steps and rear of Oiler Hall 
when freshmen wait for upper¬ 
classmen to precede them.

Interview With Pres. Ellis 
Reveals Duties Of Hostess 


In response to a Juniatian ed¬ 
itorial and a Student Senate re¬ 
quest for clarification of the 
Oneida Dining Hall hostess’ duti¬ 
es, President Ellis in an interview 
with the Juniatian and a letter 
to the Senate, explained that the 
hostess has three set duties. 

First and foremosit, she is in 
the dining hall in the capacity of 
a hostess. That is, she is responsi¬ 
ble for seeing that all students 
are seated so that no one is forced 
to leave the dining hall because 
he doe.i not have a seat. Also, 
when there are guests present, it 
is her duty to seat them. Her 
main job, however, is to tend to 
stundent needs. 


Administrative Arm 

Secondly, she is an arm of the 
administration in the dining hall, 
“...a liason between the dining 
b^ll j rd M* JUfttohen.” as Dr. 
Ellis explained it. It is. felt that 
she is in a better position than is 
student help to deal with certain 
problems that may arise. 

Finally, the hostess aids in tak¬ 
ing inventory of kitchen supplies 


each afternoon. 

Ellis went on to defend the ad¬ 
ministrative action in hiring a 
hostess on the grounds that the 
administration “always had some¬ 
one in the dining hall until just 
a few years ago.” He also pointed 
out that other educational insti¬ 
tutions hire such an employee. 

It is the hope of the adminis¬ 
tration, according to the Presi¬ 
dent, that the hostess, being be¬ 
yond student pressure, will event¬ 
ually be able to work out some of 
the inequities which may exist 
in the dining hall. 

Chapel not a chapel 

In the same interview. Dr. Ellis 
answered Leadership Conference 
and Juniatian agitation for a re¬ 
novated Founders Chapel because! 
of its “unchapel-like” appearance, 
by explaining that Founders Cha¬ 
pel is actually no longer a chapel 
but has been converted into a 
classroom. However, he doe® not 
feel it necessary to change the 
name of the chapel because “it is 
traditional.” Oiler Hall, the presi¬ 
dent explained, is our chapel.

What Is A “Funt” ?

Once upon a time long ago the townsmen of Antioch of Syria 
wagged their hands and thumbed their noses and called a local 
religious group "Christian.” Today the word Christian has become 
synonmous with "good." 

There is a term of derision on this campus : that likewise deserves to 
be re-defined and associated with “decent” and “mature”—that word 
is “funt.” “This Judiciary is a funty idea, made up by funts.” In these 
devastating woids one of the campus’s leading non-funts completely 
destroyed to his own satisfatcion the work, thought and dedication of 
four student governments on the Campus Judiciary. 

Funt Antithetical 

What is a funt? Well, the people who use the word have never 
bothered to define it, but it seems clear that a funt is an antithetical 
personality from someone who goes around labeling people as funts. 
Hence, working from what we know of the non-funts a funt tends (1) to 
be a generally poor survival risk in a street fight; (2) to try at least to 
be a student; (3) to be satisfied with Juniata in the sense that bas¬ 
ically he likes his college enviroment, though recognizing its imper¬ 
fections; 

(4) to carry his religion and ethics on his sleeve and display them at 
embarrassing times; (5) to dislike bullies; (6) to listen to new ideas, 
and (7) to be reasonable in discussion. After looking at those elect in¬ 
dividuals who clearly aren't funts. I'm proud to say that I am a funt; 
and since this statement can only reach reasonable people I would 
speak to each of you, as one funt to another. 

As Jim Pomeroy pointed out in chapel and freshman assembly the 
basic issues of a judiciary, in principle, is one of responsibility. Very 
soon we’re going to be responsible for families, schoolrooms, employ¬ 
ees and congregations; can we be educated for that responsibility in a 
situation in which we a'ct like grade school children who throw spit- 
balls every time the teacher turns her back, playing a cat and mouse 
game with an administration that has to treat us like children because, 
we refuse to act like adults? 


_ Juniata Low Grade ? 

Sixty-four percent of the colleges in the Country say “No” and 
have instituted all-campus courts similar to the one proposed to you. 
To read the roll of these colleges i s to name the most respected and 
enlightened colleges in the country. Let us not say, “Juniata is, after 
all, one of the country’s low grade colleges, with a low grade student 
body.” The literature we received before entering JC didin’t tell us 
that; the almost 100 freshman chem students aren’t here because 
they were looking for a snap school to give them a cheap diploma, 
ploma. There is a sense, however, in which the student body will be 
evaluating itself in voting on the Judiciary. 

There is one group on this campus whom I would encourage to op¬ 
pose this or any other Judiciary proposal. They are the bullies who 
are frankly opposed to law and order on campus because they feel 
they're tougher than anyone else and have a great deal to lose in 
any ordered society. 


Those who wish to steal money or library books, to throw a snow¬ 
ball through a window in the entrance to Totem Inn or the dining 
hail while there are 100 people gathered aroulnd 1 it had better 
think twice before they vote for the Judiciary; because if the Judici. 
aiy works students would no longer be reporting such lawbreakers to 
the common enemy, the administration, but rather appealing to their 
own student leaders to keep the campus clean and decent. 


How Many Funis ? 

I’d hate to see many non-funts vote for the Judiciary, because the 
referendum is in a sense an attempt to discover whether there are 
enough law abiding people on campus to make a Judiciary work; and 
if the toughs and bullies would support the Judiciary we’d never 
really be able to find; that out. 

This is the Principle of a judiciary; to my mind it seems like ihe 
principles of motherhood and decency. Perhaps that is because I'm a 
small town boy who never learned the ethic of the street fight.

Faculty Favors Ike 12-5 

If the recent questionnaires, distributed to the faculty by the 
Juniatian, are at all indicative, the Juniata faculty will, by a large 
margin, favor Eisenhower over Stevenson in the 1956 national 
election. 


Of the approximately 45 ques¬ 
tionnaires handed out, 19 were 
completed and returned, with 12 
or 63 Cc of the 19 voting for Eisen¬ 
hower, 5 or 26% for Stevenson, 
and 2 undecided—one of these 
“undecideds” had strong Eisen¬ 
hower tendencies, however. As¬ 
suming that the remainder of the 
faculty votes would split in the 
same ratio, 28 wil go to Ike, 12 
to Adlai, and 5 will be undecided, 

Mostly Republican 

In reply to the question “What 
is your party affiliation?” 3 in¬ 
dicated that they were Democrats 
and 16 that they were Republi¬ 
cans. There were no Independents. 
Here is how the vote went by 
party:

of these 19 faculty members, the 
1956 election shows a slight loss 
in popularity for Eisenhower, and 
an even slighter gain for Steven¬ 
son. In 1952, Ike had 15 votes 
while Stevenson took only 4. 
Thus the faculty went Eisenhow¬ 
er 79%-21% in ’52 compared to 
this year’s 63%-26%-11%. 

Four out of five Stevenson 
men, six out of eleven Eisenhow¬ 
er men. and one out of two In¬ 
dependents availed themselves of 
the opportunity provided on the 
questionnaires to explain their 
reasons for their 1956 choices. 

"?????" 

Reasons given—all by Republi¬ 
cans—for voting for Eisenhower 
were “????? “Platform, re¬ 
cord, personality,” “Best man for 
the job,” Eisenhower is a proven 
leader,” “I believe the Republi¬ 
cans under Eisenhower will do a 
better job than the Democrats un¬ 
der Stevenson,” and “Best man 
for the job.” 

Besides the two undecideds 
who voted for Ike in ’52, the only 
faculty member to change his 
mind since the last election—a 
Democrat who voted for Eisen¬ 
hower then but plans to switch 
to Stevenson this year, explains 
his decision thusly: “1. I am not 
interested in junior Nixon as jun¬ 


ior president. He is the least en¬ 
viable of the candidates,” and “2. 
I am not one who believes that 
what is good for General Motors 
is necessarily good for the coun¬ 
try.” 

Intellectually Superior 

Other reasons advanced by 
Stevenson men for being Stev¬ 
enson men were “Natural inclin¬ 
ation to suport an intellectually 
superior man,” and “There is a 
great social revolution going on 
in the world today; Asia and Afi- 
ca are coming to the fore as great 
powers; the revolution in India 
is as important as that in Rus¬ 
sia; the white man can no longer 
manipulate and exploit African, 
and Asian countries; . . . 

“The present regime tends to 
be complacent and lacking in un¬ 
derstanding of this social revolu¬ 
tion; I believe that Adlai Stev¬ 
enson is more acutely aware of 
the seriousness of the situation 
and appreciates more deeply the 
role that America ought to play 
in the current international 
scene.” 

Stevenson Courageous 

And, “Although both candi¬ 
dates represent a ‘moderate’ po¬ 
sition in America political life, 
in my judgement Mr, Stevenson 
has demonstrated qualities of in¬ 
dependence, courage and insight 
into the needs of this era super¬ 
ior to those of the incumbent. 

“He appears to be the more 
thoughtful man — one, who can 
bring to the presidency a high or¬ 
der of statesmanship in making 
up his own mind on the issues of 
the dgy. In terms of immediate 
problems. I believe he under¬ 
stands better than the President 
the need for a thorough re-ex¬ 
amination of our foreign policy 
and I also trust his courage tem¬ 
pered by good sense to grapple 
more realistically with the prime 
domestic problem—that of race 
relations.” 

Finally, the prof who is unde¬ 
cided but who will “probably” 
vote for Ike says, “The campaign 
to this point has not produced 
enough evidence to prove that 
there is anything wrong with the 
present administration . . . Be¬ 
sides, I believe individuals and 
minority groups should solve 
their own problems without al¬ 
ways looking to the government 
for help. I like the present ad¬ 
ministration thinking along those 
lines.” 


Campus Capers 


National election fever reached 
a high pitch on campus with the 
advent of Adlai Stevenson to this 
fair metropolis Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

For those who haven’t already 
heard about it, the Youth for 
Eisenhower chapter , complete 
with a bright, ultra-artistic ban¬ 
ner announcing their Republican 
allegiance (which was, incident¬ 
ally, flanked by Stevenson sup¬ 
porter signs commenting on the 
complacency of the banner car¬ 
riers) made a good target for in¬ 
cisive comments by the president¬ 
ial candidate. 

Stevenson welcomed all “inclu¬ 
ding the Juniata College Chap¬ 
ter of Youth for Eisenhower” 
and assured them that he felt 
“confession was good for the 
soul” and even believed “in the 
redemption of sin.” 


Even our faculty is not 
above partisanship in mat¬ 
ters political, as was recently 
attested by one of our este¬ 
emed professors. To a stud¬ 
ent's "boo ' for Sfevenson, he 
retorted, "Four years from 
now, wh©n he's running for 
re-election and you're still 
taking this course, we'll see 
if you boo him."

Sets Dedication Of Skating Pond Faculty Final Group To Consider Court

The student body accepted by 
a substantial margin the pro¬ 
posed campus judiciary in a 
quiet, bpt extremely well-repre¬ 
sented, election. 

The faculty is scheduled to 
consider the court in special ses¬ 
sion in a few days. Only they 
stand between incorporation or 
rejection of the judiciary. 

Eighty-four percent of eligible 
students, the highest percentage 
ever to vote in a student election, 
voted on the measure, with 478 
<81 percent) voting for it and 113 
(19 percent) voting against it. One 
hundred sixteen students as listed 
on the official registration tabu¬ 


lation did not vote. Several of 
these students, however, have 
left school. 

Required 60 Percent 

The constitution of the propos¬ 
ed court required ratification of 
60 percent of a quorum (two- 
thirds) of the studentbody. The 
81 percent of the voters who indi¬ 
cated “yes” represent 68 percent 
of the student body. 

Should the faculty approve the 
judiciary, they may elect their re¬ 
presentative at that time. When 
this action is taken, the Senate 
will make its nominations for 
the court’s membership. They 
will nominate at least two junior 
men and women and two senior

Theft Again Rears Ugly Head 


New Poetry Books 
Now In Library 


The distasteful matter of stolen iibrary books has once again been 
brought to our attention. (See guest editorial) 

For those of you who are new here, this issue is, unfortunately, an 
old one, as last year, 75 books were "borrowed" from the library- 
never to be returned. The current situation is even more disconcert¬ 
ing, however, as it has occurred during the first three weeks of school. 
If the theft continues at the present rate, the cost to the college will 
be exorbitant by next June. 


Room Search 

The solutions which were proposed to combat this stealing last 
year included a search of all student rooms and a general assessment 
of the freshmen class (since the missing books were primarily those 
used in intergration courses). Certainly no one wants to resort to 
such measures, but if the students refuse to cooperate, what possible 
alternativs are there? 

Should the abuses continue, in the future perhaps the college will 
even have to levy a "bookage" fee, similar to the waitress' and iab 
students' breakage fee, to guard against heavy financial losses incurred 
through such theft. Would it be fair to future student generations to 
burden them with such a fee? Is it fair to the present student body for 
a few persons to monopolize selfishly college property that is meant 
to be shared by all? 

And even more important than financial consequences, it is a 
question of honesty and ethjcs. Since we have no honor system at 
Juniata, you cannot be expected to turn in your roommate or a 
friend whom you know is guilty; but why not go to the person him¬ 
self and ask him to have the decency to return the books? Better 
yet, why don’t the guilty persons themselves resolve to alleviate 
their consciences by making a trip to the library immediately. 

Yield Noi To Temptation 

And in the future, when you) are tempted to slip a text under your 
coat or inside your notebook, remember that since the library books 
are there for everyone, you are only stealing from yourself.

There are values in a healthy scepticism. It has helped mankind 
advance in knowledge; it has helped to sift truth from falsehood; it 
leads us to re-examine often the issues of life. (Its vices are indeci¬ 
sion, lack of action, and a false sens e of authority.) _ 

One ought to be sceptical of 
any new philosophy. Most new 


philosophies, when approached 
with a wholesome scepticism, 
have at least one-often two-loop 
holes. Last week, for instance, 
your guest editorial advocated a 
new philosophy, that of “funt- 
tism.” From all appearances, 
funtism purports to be virtuous 
-- to be decent, mature, law-abid¬ 
ing, and adult in its outlook. 

However, somewhat like Ehud, 
what it advocates with its right 
hand, it Contradicts with its left. 
In an essay calling for recogni¬ 
tion of the “principles of mother¬ 
hood and decency” (surely no 
one objects to these), it boldly 
asserts that one arm of the college 
community is to be regarded as 
“the common enemy.” Now Saint 
Pauli pointed out a long time ago 
that various members of the body 
have various functions, but now- 
where does he state that they are 
to war against one another! Such 
a condition within the individual 
or the human community might 
appropriately be regarded as “un¬ 
spiritual” - to use a word of 
Paul’s. 

In short, the new philosophy 
advocated in last week’s Junialian 
contained an attitude and an as¬ 
sumption quite in opposition to 
the rest of funtism.

Four plans for possible reorga¬

submitted by Carnahan calling 
for limited Senate control of WJC 
and a plan by Fattman Calling for 
almost complete severance of 
WJC from the Senate. 

5 Man Board 

The Fattman plan, as altered 
by Senator Ray Ono, was adopted. 
It calls for a 5-man board to run 
WJC; a station manager will head 
the station and lead its policy and 
activities. The other four mem¬ 
bers of the board, technical dir¬ 
ector and program director and 
their assistants will each have a 
vote equal to that of the station 
manager. 

The Senate’s relation to WJC 
was altered so that it will be simi¬ 
lar to the relation between the 
faculty committee on student 
publications and any student pub¬ 
lication, exempli gratia, the Junta- 
tian. The chairman of communi¬ 
cations may step into WJC affairs 
and have complete control of the

Something Must Be Done! 


Although from past experience, the Juniatian should have learned 
that it is neither prudent nor profitable to step on the sacrosanct 
toes of he dining hall, when food reaches the level it has recently 
and the students consequently spend much of their time fighting off 
hunger pangs, somebody has to say something — even though a 
torrent of student complaints are not nearly so effective as a few 
words from a contributing alumnus. 

Each of us is paying $165 per semester to the college for our board; 
yet few of us are getting our money's worth. Ask practically any stu¬ 
dent where most of his spending money goes, and he will tell you "for 
food", either to supplement or supplant that which he receives in the 
dining hall. 

Even if a student were to eat all the food with which he is provided, 
it is doubtful that its total value would even approximate $165. Last 
week in foods class, as a class project the students calculated the cost 
of one or our evening meals—hamburgers, mashed potatoes and cauli¬ 
flower being the main dishes. The cost per student, according to their 
calculations, was 30 cents. And this is one of our better meals! 


Calorie Deficiency 

When we consider that lunches cost us 65 cents per person (this is 
what the student teachers are getting refunded, as was pointed out in 
last week’s letter to the editor), we must be paying at the very least 
$1.00 for dinner. The foods class also calculated the calories in the 
meal. It consisted of 820 calories, far short of the number we should 
be getting at dinner. 

The green ham which was served earlier in the year and the spoiled 
lunch meat which made its appearance just last Sunday night do not 
make for gastric delight either. Yet when the lunch meat was sent 
down to the kitchen Sunday night it was sent right back up because 
there was "nothing wrong with it." Several tables of students left the 
dining hall without supper. 

The constant complaints are not just gripes against institutional 
food; everyone realizes that food cooked in large quanities cannot 
taste like home-cooked 1 food. Buit when students return from the JC 
Blair Memodial Hospital raving about the meals (this is institutional 
food, too), when transfer students and graduate students compare our 
food unfavorably with that of other colleges (also institutional food), 
and when veterans say they'd rather eat in the army (again institutional 
food), something is definitely amiss! 


Good Food For Guests 

If the menu cannot be varied at least a little, if the meals cannot 
(t £f soup is good, but it is a long time from 
12.45 to 6.00), if the quality of the food cannot be improved — although 
this is hard to believe, because we do have some good meals (especially 
when we have guests), then the students should be permitted to eat 
out instead of paying board. As it stands now, too many are doing both 
If a meal ticket system were instituted at Juniata, as it has been at 
other c ,°F e ! e i ^ents were given a financial choices as to 
legftimately 00110 t&ke their meals here ’ no one would be able to gripe 
Something must be done!

A Necessary Evil 

Since the new activities booklet system has 
been instituted, many student complaints have 
been registered against it—on the grounds that 
the booklets are inconvenient, unnecessary, and 
that administrative policy on them is too rigid. 

In fact, students were indignant this week 
when it was rumored that a compatriot, identity 
unknown, who had lost his booklet was required 
to pay $1.50 admission to the Drexel game. John 
Fike, College Treasurer and ticket seller at the 
game, when approached on the matter, claimed 
he knew of no such instance. 

Records Kept 

If a student were to lose his activities booklet, 
a new one could be issued, as records are kept of 
those students who have purchased and picked uip 
their booklets, according to Fike. However he con¬ 
tends that no one reported a loss to him. 

Furthermore, a student, upon identifying him¬ 
self as such, would not be required to purchase a 
$1.50 ticket, but a student ticket at a cost of 75c. 
Students who neglect to bring their tickets to 
events and who do not wish to return to the dorm 
for them, must purchase a student ticket. 

Not Unreasonable 

This is not too unreasonable, for- the college 
would be defeating the putt-pose of the system if 
it were to issue these booklets and then not re¬ 
quire them to be presented. Also, the rule must be 
enforced! uniformly, as it would be unfair to make 
concessions to one student and not another, except 
in rare cases. 

Most colleges employ this booklet system, Fike 
pointed out. The major purpose of it is to main¬ 
tain an accurate attendance count, a function for 
which the old type card system was inadequate, 
he concluded. 

Granted the system is a bit inconvenient, but 
remembering an activities booklet is a small 
enough thing to ask. Why not grit and bear it?

But yet, despite the indecision, 
dispite the doubt, November 6th is fast approach¬ 
ing and the ballot must be marked, the choice 
made, so perhaps, at this stage, it is possible to 
support one candidate or the other with somewhat 
the same enthusiasm of the bar-fly who’ll vote for 
Eisenhower because he has a nice familly-ife and 
no divorce or for Stevenson because Ike plays too 
much golf. 


Voted on Faith 

Four years ago the people were given a choice 
between two men. Neither man had ever been 
president and so the people had to vote on faith. 
The country placed its faith in Eisenhower as its 
leader. 


The couniry is once again faced with the same 
choice and if it can be demonstrated that the na¬ 
tion's faith in Eisenhower's leadership was not 
justified it behooves us to give the other man a 
chance. 


I firmly believe that neither Stevenson or 
Eisenhower would take the country down the road 
too domestic or economic ruin. This then, leaves 
the greater burden of consideration to foreign 
affairs, the most important real issue. Here we 
see that the President has not justified the faith 
of 3% years ago.

Generally, the Administration’s conduct of for¬ 
eign affairs has been marked by a dearth of new 
ideas and a series of rather glaring blunders on 
the part of Dulles.

Here then is a plan for eating efficiently in the 
dining hall: , 

First, after a meal or two, the head of the table 
should re-seat the other seven people at his table 
according to how fast they eat. The) slowest eater 
should be reprimanded diplomatically and seated 
next to the head. 

Gels Plate First 

This is for two reasons: first, the head can keep 
closer tabs on him and see that he does not play 
with his salad or spend too long buttering his 
bread. Also, the slow eater can get his plate first 
and thus have a head start on the rest of the table. 

Preferably the table head should' eat at Skip’s 
just before the meal so that he doesn’t have to 
waste any time eating, but can supervise the gen¬ 
eral operation.

The rest simply push 
what s left on their plate onto a slice of bread or 
the salad plate. 


Assign Extras 

While the waitress is gone for dessert, the co< 
les or crackers should be served so that they are 
in the way to take up time dunking them in 1 
dessert proper. Should more dessert be broui 
thmi there are people at the table, they should t 
assigned immediately to someone rather tt 
waiting until the desserts have been eaten and i 
eryone sits looking at everyone else waiting : 
someone to eat the leftover desserts.

The Polish and Hungarian uprising are recent 
Saviet set-backs engendered in large part by Sta¬ 
lin’s death, let us hope that the Republicans are not 
so banal as to claim credit for them. The Polish 
government has said they would brook no U. S. 
interference and it is interesting to note that both 
in Poland and Hungary our ambassadors were out 
of the country when the riots erupted. 

Sensitive Awareness 

On the other hand, in contrast to this direction¬ 
less policy, a careful examination of Stevenson’s- 
speeches and statements during the last four years 
shows a sensitive awareness to the social revolu¬ 
tion in Africa and Asia. His utterances reflect the 
liberal, forward-looking position that is needed to 
lead us in this time of world crisis. He has behind 
him a party that has no definite isolationist bloc 
to hinder him whereas Eisenhower is encumbered 
by the albatross of the recently resurgent Old 
Guard. 

The Republicans have attempted to set three 
boundaries of consideration in this campaign; the 
water-front the stomach and the present. Within 
these limits a cogent case may be argued for 
Eisenhower. But, the limits are specious and an 
examination of the reality beyond them shows 
the dangerous complacency of the present Admin¬ 
istration. 


Vote For Adlai 

For these reasons; a need for strong leadership, 
Eisenhower’s repudiation of the electoral faith of 
52, and the then necessary corollarv of giving 
the other man a chance, I shall vote for Adlai 
Stevenson.

The two-fold job of each of us 
is to take advantage of the educa¬ 
tional aspects as well as to give 
financial support to this “project 
in world community.” 

Prevailing Attitude 
In Missionary Field 
Against Christianity

Political and economic changes 
in the last two decades have 
caused the Christian Church to 
modify its missionary programs. 

The prevailing attitude is' one 
of resistance to western culture 
with which Christianity has too 
long been identified. 

Although the African mission 
field is younger than those of 
China and India, it appears that 
work there, will not be halted 
for several years. Nigeria, the 
area in which Brethren Missions 
are concentrated, has undergone 
a dynamic political change in the 
past 50 years,- one hundred na¬ 
tions are now united as one na¬ 
tion. 

There has also been a religious 
change expressed by Dr. Stover 
alumnus of JC, who has served in 
Afrjca for 30 years. 

“Education and contacts with, 
the outside world brought pagan¬ 
ism into disrepute. No educated 
person and few chiefs want to be 
known as pagans.” 

In addition to its preaching, 
mission work includes the educa¬ 
ting of the African to his political 
responsibility, better health ha¬ 
bits and improved farming me¬ 
thods. Through JWSF students we 
are a part of the autreach pro¬ 
gram of the Church; this fund 
helps support the work of Dr. 
Kulp, alumnus of JC, who has 
served in Africa for 30 years.

$25 Subsidy Too Paltry 

Once again WJC has raised the cry of "more money." 

Always before, they’ve been silenced with the retort, "You told us 
you wouldn't need more than $25 a year. We knew this would 
happen." This refrain, we feel, is a weak one. 

Granted, when WJC was in its initial stages, the officials did say 
that $25 a year would be a sufficient subsidy, but times have changed. 
WJC is no longer an expeirment, it is a going concern, and we don't 
think this student body should be held 1 to the words of a former student 
body! 

In order to replace cheap, worn-out equipment, to make new in¬ 
novations, to build up a record collection and to purchase a tape re¬ 
corder {a necessity for any radio station), more money is now n e eded. 
True, WJC doe* hay© more money than the $25 it receives from the 
college — the Senate gives it $25 a year and it earns about $50 from 
the peanuts and cider concession at football games. 

But even $100 is a paltry sum on which to operate a radio station for 
an entire year, especially when compared 1 to the $500-$ 1000 per annum 
which some colleges, (small colleges, too) allot their radio stations. 
We don’t propose a $1000 subsidy at Juniata, but let’s face it, $25 is a 
bit unrealistic. 

Those connected with WJC have certainly been economic and ingen¬ 
ious in making parts out of scrap, but ingenuity will only go so far. 
If the station had had sufficient funds at the beginning of the year, 
for instance, it would not have had to wait until November 1 to go on 
the air. 

To meet the immediate need for funds one of the student body has 
offered to make a personal donation of $50. This, although very com¬ 
mendable, does not solve the problem of long-range financing. As 
matters stand now, there are three alternatives: the station can steal 
the equipment it needs, it can quit broadcasting, or receive a larger 
subsidy from the college. 

Obviously the first alternative is out of the question, and it would 
be a shame for the original student investment — time and money— 
to go down the drain. As we see it, then, a larger college subsidy is the 
only practical answer to WJC’s financial problem.

And it has seen all this because 
some of the national press is ap¬ 
parently disturbed by Presley, 
too. Several magazines have pub¬ 
lished articles without even an 
attempt at impartiality. One said 
that Presley had brought “a new 
low” to popular music. 

Does it not seem silly that be¬ 
cause a singer uses one of the old¬ 
est theatrical tricks in the busi¬ 
ness bumps and grinds—and at¬ 
tracts a following composed main¬ 
ly of adolescent girls, a nation’s 
consem ought to be aroused? 

If we fear the morality of 
youth can be dissipated quite so 
easily we are not putting much 
faith in youth—the supposed hope 
of the future. It seems doubtful 
that any relationship exists be¬ 
tween Elvis anl becoming a ju¬ 
venile delinquent. 

No one would assert that the 
singer’s influence is even remote¬ 
ly desirable. But it does seem to 
be true that too often when the 
public gets aroused, it gets too 
aroused.

The widely publicized events were precipitated with the arrival 
politic oolitics, according to the "other side"). 

The occasion? Not football this time, but politics {althoubh not 
of campaigner Nixon to this thriving metropolis. Most of the citizens 


and students in this bastion of 
Republicanism extended a hear¬ 
ty greeting to the vice-president; 
however, there were a few dis¬ 
senters whose heckling managed 
to make the Baltimore Sun, the 
New York Times, the New York 
Herald Tribune, the Pittsburgh 
Post Gazette, the Altoona Mirror, 
The Harrisburg Patriot and sev¬ 
eral news broadcasts. 

The most elaborate of the 
hecklers’ signs were ones re¬ 
ading Do You Think Every 
Nation Has The Right To Poi¬ 
son the Air? (from which Mr. 
Nixon topk a core of his spe¬ 
ech) and What is Your Opin¬ 
ion of the Gold Standard? 
("I'm just trying to inject an 
issue info the campaign," 
the banner-carrier explained 
to a reporter.) 

Other signs included What’s 
the Next Brink? (mis-quoted in 
the Baltimore Sun as What’s the 
Next Drink?); Tell Us All About 
Your Trip to India; Was Voorhis 
Really a Red? and Did the GOP 
Really Kill Stalin? (“A logical 
extension of all they claim,” an¬ 
other banner-carrier told anothe 
reporter.) * 

The “rock-ribbed Republican,” 
(to quote the Sun again) townfolk 
of Huntingdon didn’t seem too 
appreciative of all this activity 
and several staunch campus Rep¬ 
ublicans were disconcerted about 
the newspaper reports, feeling 
that they were “definitely color¬ 
ed.” in leading readers to* believe 
that a good many Junata students 
were opposed to Nixon, when 
actually last week’s mock elec¬ 
tion showed a 3-1 Republican 
majority. 

Eve n the New York Times, 
which is supporting Eisen¬ 
hower, but which devoted 11 
column inches to the incident, 
was criticized on these am- 
nds. The Huntingdon Daily 
News, on the other hand, de¬ 
voted two line s to the heck-

Bill Berriers 
Running Shatters 
Grove City Line

Juniata registered its most de¬ 
cisive victory of the season over 
winless Grove City. 

For the Indians it was their 
seventh straight win from the 
Wolverines and ninth out of 11 
in the series which ended tem¬ 
porarily with Saturday’s contest. 
Grove City is suffering a short¬ 
age of man power having only 26 
members on the squad. 

Grove City was in Indian ter¬ 
ritory only once during the fray. 
The officials ruled that a punt 
touched Joe Trimber and Grove 
City recovered on the JC 40. 

The strength of Juniata’s grou¬ 
nd offense, led by Bill Berrier and 
Jos Trimber was most impressive 
as they outrushed the losers 344 
to 39. Juniata had 19 first downs 
to Grove City’s four. 

Perfect Placement 

Late in the first period. Juniata 
traveled 85 yards on 13 plays 
with Bill Berrier. Joe Trimber 
and Glenn Hassinger lugging the 
pigskin. Berrier carried the ball 
ovei' the goal on a five yard gal¬ 
lop. Berrier’s placement was per¬ 
fect. 

In the second quarter after 
forcing the opposition to punt to 
the Grover’s 43, Hassinger return¬ 
ed the ball 13 yards. Six plays 
later. Berrier hurdled the middle 
from one yard out for his second 
score. He added the 14th point. 

Soon after. Bob Schwalenberg 
lifted a pass which Tony DiMarco 
grabbed on the 27, avoided two 
would-be tacklers and scored 
standing up. Schwalenberg’s pla¬ 
cement was perfect for a 21-0 
halftime lead. 

The Indians used seven plays 
after the kickoff to rack up their 
fourth score of the afternoon. 
Berrier crashed off-tackle from 
three yards out and again added 
the extra point. 

Illegal Use of Hands 

Ron Housel had a 13 yard dash 
for a touchdown called back when 
Juniata was penalized 15 for il¬ 
legal use of hands. At that point 
the Wolverines held the Indians 
on downs on their 11. On the next 
play Ray Thompson threw a des¬ 
peration pass to the flat in which 
Harold “Moose” Krause snagged 
on the eight and ran untouched 
into the end zone. Schwalenberg’s 
placement was true making the 
score 35-0. 

The sixth tou'chdown was set up 
by a Sfchwalenberg pass which 
was tipped by Jim Berrier into 
Housel’s hands and he raced 41 
yards to the Grove City’s 25. 
Housel picked' u!p nine before Joe 
Sopata whirled inside end for th^ 
final 16 and a 41-0 lead. Schwal- 
enberg’s attempt for the extra 
point was off to the side. 

In the closing moments. Mel 
Wenger dashed around left end 
to score from the five. Jim Berrier 
booted the 48th point.

CJ Hears Four Cases, JCA Makes Plans 


Formulates By-Laws; 
McClure Secretary 

Since its organization a month 
ago, the Campus Judiciary has 
met four times and has had four 
cases referred to it for action. 

The first case concerned two 
students who utilized the Memor¬ 
ial Gymnasium to play basket¬ 
ball during chapel in defiance of 
a faculty member’s instructions 
to them to leave, as the gym is 
officially closed during that time. 

The defendants, who appeared 
before the Judiciary to make a 
statement of their case, were 
found guilty of the charges 
brought against them. Since the 
offense was judged, by vote of 
the Judiciary, to be a minor one. 
tnder the three-step disciplinary 
procedure outlined in the Consti¬ 
tution they were warned that ad¬ 
ditional misconduct would result 
in further action. 

Sock Case 

Another student was referred 
to the Judiciary on the grounds 
of stealing a pair of white gym 
socks, but since the incident had 
occured before the organization 
of the Judiciary and had already 
been dealt with by the appropri¬ 
ate authority, the Judicicay de¬ 
cided to take no further action. 

Two other cases currently un¬ 
der consideration by the Judici¬ 
ary, with decisions pending, are 
concerned with misrepresentation 
of facts to college officials and 
theft of chemicals from the chem¬ 
istry stockroom. 

It was decided that any mem¬ 
ber of the college comunity re¬ 
porting infractions of rules to the 
body must make the initial refer- 
al in writing. All correspondence 
should be addressed to the secre¬ 
tary, Joan McClure. 

Regular business meetings will 
be held the second Monday of ev¬ 
ery month, but special sessions at 
which times cases are considered, 
are called as the occasion de¬ 
mands. All meetings, unless oth¬ 
erwise designated, are closed to 
members of the college communi¬ 
ty, except those directly involved.

The big question then for ‘60 
is can the Republicans solidify 
their party into a decisive force 
and can the usually Democratic 
party wipe away the smudge of 
Southern racial engendered con¬ 
servatism without causing a “Dix- 
lecrat” bolt.

Miss Walls, who attended a 
conference on college publica 
tions, reported that other repres- 
I entatives were surprised to learn 
i that the Junialian functioned 
with so few problems. 

But the delegates did bring 
back a lot of suggestions. “We all 
feel that we got a great deal out 
of the conference," Miss Strieker 
told the senators. New ideas for 
the Judiciary were brought back 
along with suggestions for foreign 
student committee, the student 
press and various student organi¬ 
zations. 

The delegates decided that 
Juniata is not plagued with the 
most prevalent problem in col¬ 
leges represented, namely student 
apathy. “Some (colleges are lucky 
if 30 percent of the student body 
i votes in an election," McQuaide 
pointed out. Eighty percent of 
Juniata’s student body turns out 
for campus elections here.

Student's Removal 
From Paying Post 

In a 4-hour session last week 
the Campus Judiciary considered 
the case of a student charged with 
misconduct and referred to them 
for action. 

The Judiciary, after hearing 
testimony from several witnesses 
and the defendant himself, found 
the defendant guilty of “improper 
use of materials procured from a 
college department" and of “crea¬ 
tion of circumstances in a dormi¬ 
tory room which may have been a 
contributing factor to the fire that 
occurred in the Cloister Novem¬ 
ber 10 and which jeopardized the 
safety of the occupants of the 
dormitory." 

Careless Handling 

In addition to rep.imanding 
him severely for “careless, thou¬ 
ghtless handling of potentially 
dangerous materials in potenti¬ 
ally dangerous ways," the Judici¬ 
ary voted to recommend that he 
be removed from any position of 
responsibility for the remainder 
of the semester in the department 
in which he now holds a paying 
job and to notify his parents of 
the action taken against him.

Registration, with sections being closed, students, especially fresh¬ 
men, being forced to re-arrange their schedules two or three times 
and as many as 50 students registering for the same class, brought 
into focus sharply a situation that the orge committee several weeks 
ago pointed out to the Senate — our faculty and our classroom facili¬ 
ties are not sufficient to accommodate the increased enrollment. 

Each year the student body has grown; yet no corresponding in¬ 
creases in the number of faculty members or classrooms have been 
made. Hence classes are much larger, the qualify of instruction poorer, 
and one of the big advantages inevitably claimed for the small college 
— a closer tie between the faculty and the student, becomes almost 
negligible. 

While making allowances in other areas, especially living quarters, 
for the “tidal wave of students,’* we should not overlook this, perhaps 
the most important consideration. Either the faculty must be enlarged 
and the classroom facilities expanded or the enrollment limited.

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Classes Meet Comedy Demands 'Admirably 7

"As compared to tragedy," 
runs the standard definition, 
"comedy is a lighter form of 
drama which aims primarily to 
amuse and which ends happily." 

The demands of this venerable 
formula were admirably met by 
the four comic productions staged 
in Oiler Hall for All Class Night 
last Saturday evenng. The sourc¬ 
es of all four plays were impres¬ 
sively literary or cultural! 

The Juniors led with Fair 
Beauty and Foul Play, or A New 
Twist to an Old Pretzel, the old 
pretzel being the renowned beau¬ 
ty contest of the Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs fairy tale. 
Imaginative casting gave an ani¬ 
mated cartoon kind of vitality 
even to household furnishings, al¬ 
though some of it was so subtle as 
to tax the audience’s powers of 
interpretation. 

Evil is Alluring 

Tiie use cf rhymed verse heigh¬ 
tened the effectiveness of the dia¬ 
logue despite occasional lapses in 
the rhythm. The evil queen was 
despicably vain and arrogant but 
not unattractive (evil is alluring., 
as Spenser, Milton, and others 
have noted'), while Star Bright 
was a comely and ingenuous her¬ 
oine. 


The clever lines and endearing 
antics of the seven frustrated sui¬ 
tors contributed notably to the 
delight of the spectators as well 
as to the evolution of the plot. 
The jester who supplied prologue, 
incidental explanations, and epi¬ 
logue, convinced us with his agil¬ 
ity of foot and of wit that he de¬ 
served the reward which the sur¬ 
prise ending revealed to be his. 

Seniors' Victory 

Perhaps the measure of the 
Seniors’ victory is best indicated 
by the way they overcame an in¬ 
itial disadvantage: burlesquing 
the “classical melodrama" (isn’t 
this a contradiction in Terms?) has 
been done so often that it could 
easily have become wearisome. 

Yet The Triumph of Purity 
seized the audience’s attention 
and held it to the end. Apt selec¬ 
tion and delicate presentation of 
introductory and background mu- - 
sic set the tone perfectly, and 
the allegorical names and styli¬ 
zed actions (especially those of

the aged and dissipated Father 
Hood) were masterful touches. 

The juxtaposition of the incon¬ 
gruous, urged by some authori¬ 
ties as the essence of the comic, 
was deftly exploited in altera¬ 
tions of the hackneyed plot and in 
such passages of the dialogue as 
the heroine Purity’s fine line— 
‘Nuts to thee!” Excitement was 
kept at a high pitch by the spon¬ 
taneous (?) exchange between the 
moralistic narrator and the audi- 


Pursuii Symbolic 

Unfortunately, the hero’s mad 
pursuit through the auditorium 
on a bicycle had—for obvious rea¬ 
sons of public safety—to be large¬ 
ly symbolic rather than realistic. 
His final choice of the hardi (and 
Manly) way to save his beloved 
from death on the railroad track 
was more in keeping with the 
spirit of the whole. 

Less directly indebted to a lit¬ 
erary source, Desperate Quest, 
the sophomores’ offering, was 
nevertheless based upon the leg¬ 
endary search of Diogenes for an 
honest man and contained abundr 
ant comment on Athenian and 
later cultures. 

Embarrassingly Realistic 

The first half—with its ancient 
Betting, costumes, and oddly ma¬ 
naged dialogue—surpassed in bril¬ 
liance the somewhat embarras¬ 
sing .realistic contemporary par¬ 
allel in the second half. 

Allusion to present day, local 
persons and events is a time-hon¬ 
ored and invigorating prerogative 
of comedy, but the campus scene 
lacked the imagination and the

splendid irrelevance of the Greek 
episode. 

Literary Parody 

Blown with Breeze, the presen¬ 
tation of the freshman class, clos¬ 
ed the program with a return to 
literary parody. In it the appear¬ 
ance of pinion Legree in the com¬ 
pany of Scarlip O’Hara, Rott But¬ 
tons, and the other inhabitants of 
the Tara-ra-boom-de-aye planta¬ 
tion was a sign of fuzzy incoher¬ 
ence that detracted a little from ' 
the impassioned doings at the de¬ 
spoiled estate. 

The liveliness of *it all was, 
however, periodically accentuat¬ 
ed by the onslaught of Sherman’s 
forces. This effectively repeated 
assault provided a scene which for 
sheer ludicrousness and full-bod¬ 
ied, violent fun was hardly mat¬ 
ched during the evening. 

Exhilarating Effect 

Few members of the large audi¬ 
ence seemed inclined to deny that 
the four spectacles triumphantly 
achieved the primary aim of com¬ 
edy—to amuse. While there may 
be some question about the hap¬ 
piness of the endings fop some of 
the characters in some of the 
sketches, the total effect of the 
evening appeared to be exhilara¬ 
ting to all—except, perhaps, to, 
the members of the classes which 
failed to win the prize and, I sus¬ 
pect, to the judges, who had the 
difficult job of selecting the win¬ 
ner.

Dickey Visits Refugee Camp 
While Sight Seeing In Austria

Ed. Note: Bruce Dickey, who is spending his junior year at St* 
Andrew's University in Scotland, writes of a sightseeing trip to Vi¬ 
enna during his Christmas vacation. 

There is more to a junior year abroad than a year at a European 
University. 


It is a year in Europe, where 
people look at America with grat¬ 
itude, or with a longing to be 
there, or with distasteful atti¬ 
tudes. When the Suez situation 
erupted, some Britons said that 
it would teach the Americans a 
lesson if a similar catastrophe 
were to occur in Panama. 

Britian was just getting back 
on at least one foot, but now is 
down on her knees again. When 
I left in mid-December, autos 
were being advertised according 
to miles per gallon, and all bus 
services were being reduced. 

But the real catastrophe is 
Hungary. I stopped to see the 
work of the Brethren Service 
Commission in Kassel, Germany, 
and saw a refugee transit camp 
which also receives refugees com¬ 
ing from East Germany; as we 
reached the camp, the bells were 
ringing to announce the arrival 


many. 

Raffenperger Ai d s 

Here near Vienna there are 
camps operated by the United 
States Escapee Program. At one 
camp near Wiener Neustadt, 
south of Vienna, the World Coun¬ 
cil of Churches supplied some cle¬ 
rical help, including Dan Raffens- 
perger ’56 of the Brethren Service, 
Commission team here, to aid in 
registering and readying the -re¬ 
fugees for transport to Munich 
and the U. S. A. The U. S. Govern¬ 
ment gets the buildings in order, 
the Austrian Government admin¬ 
isters them, and the Finnish Red 
Cross feeds the people. 

Karlschule is a Brethren Vol¬ 
unteer Service and Mennonite 
joint recostruction project.

Future Teachers

At the present they 
are in need of an alumnus or 
friend of the college to sponsor 
the winner’s trophy. Amidon also 
reported the possibility of hold¬ 
ing the state tournament at Juni¬ 
ata next year. 

About 100 invitations are sent 
to various neighboring colleges, 
but such a high mortality rate in 
acceptance in not unusual. 

Though a late start and the nov¬ 
elty of a Juniata tournament ne¬ 
cessitated that this year we pro¬ 
ceed on a small scale, we hope

He added that it 
was unfortunate that the debate 
should fall during a vacation 
period, but expressed the neces¬ 
sity of creating this annual legacy 
for future JC debaters. 

The Juniata club, affiliated 
with the Debate Association of 
Pennsylvania, is advised by Phil- 
brqok Smith. The club attended 
five tournaments in 1956, and are 
expected to double that number 
this year.

Many stories have reached our 
ears of turbulent rallies follow¬ 
ing a debate in which gigantic 
bonfires rose high into the night 
air and the songs and cheers of 
the student body rose even high- !

In a 1911 debgte with Westmin¬ 
ster College for example, the 
Juniata debators were carried 
from the scene of their victory on 
' the shoulders of their joyful fel¬ 
low students who were chanting 
and singing cheers and songs 
written especially for the debate 
team. In that same debate, the 
auditorium in which the clash 
of minds took place was packed 
to the doors a full forty-five min¬ 
utes before the time for which 
the debate was scheduled. 

Hailed Conqueroring Heroes 
Following matches at other col¬ 
leges, the entire student body 
would march downtown to the 
railroad station, complete with 
band and songs, and welcome 
their conquering heroes home. 
The crowd would then proceed to 
hoist the debaters on their shoul¬ 
ders and make the return to cam¬ 


pus amid a chorus of cheers. 
These displays of loyalty and 
spirit were characteristic of the 
support given to the debators in 
a bygone era, and the debators 
consistently proved they were de¬ 
serving of that support by pre¬ 
senting winning teams to their 
fellow students. 

Won First 11 

Juniata College debating was 
started in 1902 and it was not un¬ 
til 1912, after eleven consecutive 
victories, that the team suffered 
its first setback. Interest in de¬ 
bate began to increase as a result 
of the wining records and it was 
not until the early 1940’s that de¬ 
bating lost its high degree of 
popularity. Debating was still 
carried on however, but it was 
not until the past few years that 
interest was renewed in this ac¬ 
tivity and plans laid for a larger 
debating program. 

This very year, for example, 
plans have been devised to in¬ 
stitute an annual Juniata Debate 
Tournament, a dream which will 
reach its fruition two weeks from 
today when the First Annual Jun¬ 
iata Debate tournament will be 
held on this campus.

Professor of Theology 

Speaker, Director 
Of Week's Doings 
Native Of Turkey 

The Rev. Joseph Haroutunian 
who will speak at Juniata during 
Spiritual Emphasis Week is pro¬ 
fessor of systematic theology at 
McCormick Theological Seminary 
in Chicago, Ill. 

Dr. Haroutunian was born in 
Marash, Turkey, and was gradu¬ 
ated from the American Univer¬ 
sity of Boirut at Marash in 1923. 
He came to America in 1923, re¬ 
ceived his A. B. degree from Col¬ 
umbia University in 1927, his B. D. 
degree from Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, in 1930, his 
Ph. D. degree from Columbia in 
1932 and, in 1939, an honorary 
Doctor of Divinity degree from 
Lawrenice College, Appleton, 
Wis. 

After teaching Biblical history 
at Wellesley College from 1932 to 
1940, he came to McCormick 
Theological Seminary to take on 
the duties of professor of systema¬ 
tic theology. He has been a reg¬ 
ular speaker for the Faith and 
Life seminars of the Presbyterian 
Board of Christian Education and 
has frequently spoken at the 
church conferences of various de- 
ominations.

The Finals Blast 


IT is said that a student spending eight semesters 
here is bound to have one “rough’ 5 final examina¬ 
tion schedule, but more students than usual seem 
to have had poor schedules during the last exam 
period. 

Or so the clamor, this year louder than usual, 
would have us think. Another sign of the rough 
card Juniatians faced three weeks ago were those 
haggered looking students (many education ma¬ 
jors) who left for home after having their five the 
first five exam periods. No doubt it took them the 
remaining week-and-a-half to recover. 

We realize that scheduling finals is a tough job, 
certainly filled with involvements we can’t fathom. 
The registrar, we know, attempts to make the 
schedule as fair as possible. Yet students are cry¬ 
ing for a more humane schedule. 

The best solution, unfortunately, cannot be found 
in revising the final examination plan we now 


nave. Students who are the least annoyed by final 
examinations attend colleges of universities hav¬ 
ing honor systems. There they take the final when 
they want to and where they want to, just so their 
blue book is submitted by a certain deadline. 

Since Juniatians do not seem to be ready for a 
system based on personal honor, perhaps there ar;e 
other components of the current system that if 
changed would make the finals schedule more 
pallatable, at least fairer, to the student. Two 
reading days might precede the first final exam 
period. Finals could be shortened to two hours and 
given in three periods per day (with no student 
taking more than two tests per day). 

Surely those responsible will give consideration 
to a problem so vital. Until they do, the registrar’s 
office reports that they will be happy to aid stu¬ 
dents who come to them with exam schedule pro¬ 
blems.

---News Analysis- 

THE MIDDLE EAST CRISIS — There appears to be no chance of 
easing the tension in the Israeli-Egyptian dispute. Israel has refused 
to withdraw from the Gaza Strip and the southern tip of the Sinai 
Peninsula until the United Nations takes action to protect her borders. 
Egypt, on the other hand, is demanding immediate withdrawal and 
a return to the status quo before the outbreak of fighting. The UN, 
despite bitter protests from Israel, has agreed to this. The general 
opinion is that the time for a general settlement is after all troops have 
been withdrawn. 

But it is obvious to all that Israel will not agree to this. The very 
reason that Israel invaded in the first place was to stop Egypt’s con¬ 
stant border raids. Furthermore, they have no reason to believe that 
Nassar will consent to a general settlement once her troops are with¬ 
drawn. An impasse has been reached. What the results will be should 
become apparent within the next few weeks. 

—•— 

THE COLD WAR — Meanwhile the conflict has caused a regeneration 
of heat in the varying temperature of cold war. For this the Eisen¬ 
hower Doctrine must receive some of the blame. While failing to deal 
with the specific problems in the Middle East it lias caused the Soviet 
Union to face our challenge squarely. , 

Last week the Soviet Union stepped up its propaganda barrage by 
charging that the US was arming its ground troops stationed abroad 
with atomic weapons to divert atomic war from the US to other parts 
of the world. Undoubtedly this, was aimed at the nations of the Middle 
East and undoubtedly will have some effect. 

DRAGNET IN HUNGARY — The Hungarian Revolution has just 
about spent itself. According to the latest reports, the police regime of 
Premier Kadar has spread a dragnet across the country that has dis¬ 
covered numerous caches af arms. Only a few small cases of isolated 
fighting have been reported. The number of refugees fleSSng the 
country has dwindled to less than 100 a day. The fight for freedom is 
over and has been lost as far as the Hungarians are concerned. 

But the world has learned a valuable lesson. Now no one can honest- 
■y have any doubt about the, true nature of the Soviet Union. This 
’^uld be of great value in bringing the neutral block over to our 
side;

Judiciary Deals With Chapel 


Cuts; Will Punish Offenders 


Tne Campus Judiciary has assumed the responsibility of enforc¬ 
ing ihe chapel attendance regulations and has devised the following 
procedure to deal with student offenders: 

1. Each student is permitted six absences per semester withoui 


speciiio reason. 

2. Excused permission from 

chapel will be granted on the 
same basis as excused class ab¬ 
sences. " 

3. If the number of unexcused 
absences exceed the permitted 
maximum by one, two, or, three, 
the number in excess will be de¬ 
ducted from those permitted dur¬ 
ing the following semester. 
Automatic Referral 

4. If the number of unexcused 
absences exceeds six by four or 
motv, tne student will automatic¬ 
ally come before the Judiciary. 

Students are urged to conform 
to mis policy, and are reminded 
mat excused absence blanks 
should be turned into the infor¬ 
mation window as soon as pos¬ 
sible in order that allowance for 
chapel cuts can be made. 

Four Cases 

Since the first of December, 
the judiciary has considered four 
cases. The first case, in which two 
students were found guilty of 
misrepresentation of facts to col¬ 
lege officials, resulted in the stu¬ 
dents’ suspension from college for 
a period of eleven days. 

Two other cases concerned ex¬ 
cessive chapel cutting. Due to the 
academic record of the defendant, 
by vote of the Judiciary the first

Concordia College 
Choir To Present 
Concert Monday 

Singing a cappella, the Concor 
dia Choir from Concordia Col¬ 
lege, Moorhead, Minn., will pre¬ 
sent a program ranging from 16th 
century classics to contemporary 
music in Oiler Hall, Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 11, at 8.15 p. rti. 

The group of 65 singers, the 
majority of the groups being of 
Scandinavian heritage, will ap¬ 
pear in Huntingdon under the 
joint sponsorship of the St. James 
Lutheran Church, the Huntingdon 
Music Club and Juniata College. 

Director of the choir is Paul J. 
Christiansen, head of the depart¬ 
ment of music at Concordia Col¬ 
lege and son of the renowned F. 
Mellius Christiansen. 

In Norway in 1949, the group 
of singers won wide acclaim on 
its tour. This enthusiasm has been 
substantiated by critics from New 
York to San Francisco in the 
years since. 

Tour Europe In '58 

This year’s tour takes the group 
through Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, New York, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and the District of 
Columbia. Plans call for the choir 
to take another European tour in 
1958. 

In Pennsylvania, the choir will 
appear in Greenville on February 
9, at Muhlenberg College in Al- 
letown on February 17, and at 
Schenley High School in Pitts¬ 
burgh on February 19. 

The concert in Huntingdon is a 
non-profit presentation arranged 
by the sponsoring organizations 
for the musical enjoyment of the 
community. This is the second 
annual choral concert by out¬ 
standing choirs brought to Hunt¬ 
ingdon by these sponsorig groups. 

John Horn represents the St. 
James Lutheran Church; Mrs 
Jack Jones, Huntingdon Music 
Club, and Harold Brumbaugh, 
Juniata College, as chairmen of 
the sponsoring committee. 


set aside the sum of five dollars

George Carnahan, debate man¬ 
ager, revealed that the award, 
first athletic scholarship ever giv¬ 
en at Juniata, would be divided 
into eight installments. Thus pay¬ 
ment would be at the rate of 
$0.62% per semester. Pressed, 
Carnahan admitted that d state¬ 
wide talent hunt is already under¬ 
way to implement this ambitious 
building program.

SPIRITUAL Emphasis Week has brought with 
it vast opportunities for self-evaluation and self- 
improvement, but while many have responded to 
its offerings, a considerable smaller number of 
us will allow its contributions to affect us. 

We have gone to discussions, panels, services 
and displays, but no doubt we will continue to 
violate even our own codes of decency, not to 
mention that of the Christian church, in whose 
teachings we profess belief. 

Spiritual emphasis is an excellent thing, and 
having an entire week of such activities is cer¬ 
tainly valuable. But is it rewarding? For many 
of us it is not, simply because we do not allow its 
effects to remain with us and guide our actions. 


The factor of maturity seems to enter at this 
point. Our token acceptance of Christianity is 
overcast by what we do. We sneer at chapel, steal. 
candy bars from Totem Inn and cheat on exams 
even though we admit that to do so is hardly 
adult. In a larger sense, we are downright indif¬ 
ferent to our obligations. 

Let us hope that the work of Kerin. Narbut and 
the JCA toward 1 a sucessful Spiritual Emphasis 
Week will not have been in vain, but that more 
than a few among us will remember what wa 
offered during this period. 

Should this happen, we will, be showing pro¬ 
gress toward maturity and decency, two import¬ 
ant goals of each of us.

Understand CJ First 

At this- time of year it. is seasonable for issues 
to develop. It seems likely that the Campus Ju¬ 
diciary, being without established traditions as it 
now is, will be the object of constructive analysis 
and criticism. 

This is as it should be; everything of importance 
on our campus should be a subject of scouting in 
the great student referendum provided by the 
spring elections. However, as much as possible, 
understanding should go before wise suggestion. 

There has been much criticism of the tendency 
of the Judiciary to close its sessions to the stu¬ 
dent body. How, it has been asked, can the stu¬ 
dent body assume responsibility for campus or¬ 
der when its representatives shut themselves 
away from it behind closed doors in the process 
of enforcing campus order. 

The Judiciary is dealing with students not de¬ 
fendants. The college enviromeni is one in which 
almost all rule-breakers are dealt with, with view 
to helping rather than punishing them in expres¬ 
sion of the righteous wrath of the community. All 
when given their choice of either open or closed 
meetings, according to the right given them in the 
Judiciary constitution, have asked for closed 
meetings. The regular business meetings are filled 
with references to cases which have been closed 
at the request of the defendants. 

The Judiciary has a responsibility Jto the stu¬ 
dent body. Representing the college community 
the Judiciary has a responsibility to the people 
it seeks to help. 

The Judiciary must execute two, not one, re¬ 
sponsibilities in its functioning. A balance is 
necessary when its two responsibilities conflict. I 
don’t claim that the Judiciary has arrived at a 
perfect balance; I have been in violent personal 
disagreement with many of its decisions. Yet, even 
if it is too much to expect, I would request all of 
those who participate in the “great referendum” 
to understand before they criticize.

VISIT OF KING SAUD—The oil rich king of Saudi Arabia arrived in 
the United States last Tuesday for conferences with President Eisen¬ 
hower. Despite protests from a number of Jews and Roman Catholics 
Ike accorded him a full-dress state visit complete with state dinners 
and receptions. The results of the conferences between the two chiefs 
of state could be of utmost importance to the success of American for¬ 
eign policy in the Middle East. King Saud is a militant Arab national¬ 
ist who has strongly supported Nasser througout the Suez crisis. His 
opposition to the Baghdad pact has been extremely bitter. 

Yet King Saufd realizes that the real danger to his nation comes not 
from the West but from her northern neighbor, the Soviet Union. 
Furthermore, Saudi Arabia is tied to the United States because we 
are her chief buyer of oil. In fact, all the oil fields of that nation am 
controlled by American investors. 

Thus if President Eisenhower is able to convince King Saud of the 
good intentions of the U.S. toward the middle East the king’s money 
should go a long way toward stopping a coalition of Nasser and the 
Kremlin. If we are able to draw King Saud to our point of view, it. 
is a safe prediction that our position in the Middle East will become, 
stronger.

DULLES UNDER FIRE —■ The Middle East Crisis has had a warm 
effect on the national political scene as well. A small number of Dem¬ 
ocrats in the Senate have launched an attack on the foreign policy 
methods of Secretary of State Dulles. Some have expressed a complete 
lack of confidences in the Secretary of State while others accuse him 
of not knowing his own mind as far as the Middle East is concerned. 

While these criticisms seem rather vague and based on politics, 
there is danger that the Eisenhower Doctrine because it ignores the 
United Nations and our allies will have harmful effects. 

President Eisenhower has strongly supported Dulles claiming that, 
his critics have not offered one constructive proposal in all their biting 
criticisms. Perhaps if thek were to counter-balance their negative at 
titude with a few positive ideas the nation would know better what 
they were talking about.

KASHMIR DISPUTE — Prime Minister Nehru has adamantly refused 
to allow United Nations troops to be stationed in the disputed Kashmir 
territory. In addition, he rejected the use of a plebiscite to determine 
whether the territory belonged to India or Pakistan even though India, 
had once committed herself to such a plan. It appears that the onh 
settlement India will accept is one in which she will receive the lion’s 
share of the territory. * 

Even if this is accomplished, the area is likely to remain a sore 
spot in the relations between the two countries for a long time to come.

Legion Brands College 
Activities Subversive; 
Gould Denies Charges 

ACP-At its recent convention 
in Los Angeles, the American 
Legion again censured Antioch 
College for “permitting subver¬ 
sive programs and activities to 
faction on campus,” as it did in 
1954. 

This time, however, one of the 
original supporters of censure ac¬ 
tion, Ohio state representative 
Lowell Fess, objected to the Leg- 
ibn action. He said the Legion 
was talking about things that took 
place three or four years ago and 
added, “The atmosphere at Anti- 
cch has cleared.” 

Antioch President Samuel Gould 
had this to say about the latest 
censure action: “I do wonder a 
litfle, when our neighbors know 
so well what we are, if it is ne¬ 
cessary to tell them again that 
these charges are untrue. Let me 
say as strongly as I know how, 
that there are no subversive ac¬ 
tivities at Antioch.” In an off-the- 
cuff remark, President Gould dis¬ 
missed the Legion action with the 
words, “It’s the same old thing.” 


M. Monroe's Husband 
New York Playwright; 
All My Sons Author 

The Masque of Juniata College 
has chosen for its spring dramatic 
production All My Sons by Ar¬ 
thur Miller, husband of Marilyn 
Monroe. 

All My Sons, the 1947 New 
York Drama Critics’ Circle A- 
ward winner, proved to be both a 
financial and artistic success on 
the Broadway boards and estab¬ 
lished Arthur Miller as a major 
contemporary dramatist. 

Born on New York’s upper east 
side, Miller matured in the prole¬ 
tarian atmosphere so characteris¬ 
tic of much of his writing. Fol¬ 
lowing college graduation and 
military service, he rose first to 
national prominence with a war 
novel entitled Focus. Arthur Mil¬ 
ler since that time has “focused” 
. most of his attention on the thea¬ 
ter, writing such notable plays as 
"Death of a Salesman and A View 
From the^ Bridge. 

Miller, although a protagonist 
i of the psychological, realistic 
school of O’Neill, incorporates in¬ 
creased moral perception plus 
terseness of lines in All My Sons 
without decreasing the psycholog¬ 
ical impact. 

The pivotal character is a small 
time manufacturer of airplane 
engines who finds himself more 
concerned with maintaining fi¬ 
nancial and emotional security in 
his family than with insuring the 
safety and effectiveness of his 
product. The play, written by a 
crusader, graphically displays the 
authentic disater occuring in a 
selfish American family. 

The people of All My Sons bat¬ 
tle their way through the respect¬ 
ive disillusionments and difficul¬ 
ties amid the chaos of a confined 
and cluttered backyard. Their ut¬ 
terances and actions make pro¬ 
vocative, arresting theater for all 
the audien ce.

Judiciary Will Adopt New Rigid 
Policy Toward Chapel Violations 

The Campus Judiciary, feeling that the enforcement of the chapel 
attendance regulation has in the past been neither consistent nor 
stringent enough, has adopted the following procedure to deal with 
those students called before them for chapel violations. 


Second Semester 
Enrollment Drops 
From 730 To 694 

A total of 694 students are en¬ 
rolled at Juniata for the spring 
term, according to a registration 
summary released today by the 
office of the registrar 

Included in the totals are 28 
special and unclassified students 
taking work at the college. 

The present enrollment is a 
slight drop from the record high 
of 730 which attended the fall 
term, but the net loss of od stu¬ 
dents is “not considered exces¬ 
sive.”

The registration sum m a r y 
shows 426 men and 258 women. 
Of the total of 676 full-time stu¬ 
dents, there are 570 listed as resi¬ 
dent and 96 as non-resident. The 
28 specials are non-resident stu¬ 
dents. 

A breakdown of the resident 
student enrollment shows 346 men 
and 224 women. Of the 96 non-re¬ 
sident students, 74 are men and 
22 women.

1. Any student referred for vio¬ 
lating the chapel regulation (stu¬ 
dents are referred when they cut 
ten or more chapels in one semes¬ 
ter or when they exceed their 
limit for the second semester, 
as explained in the February 1 
Juniatian article), would: 

a. on the first cut in excess, be 
given a warning, with a copy of 
the letter being sent to his par¬ 
ents; 

b. on the-selcond cut in excess, 
be automatically suspended for 
four school days with the right 
of appeal. 

2. If the student, upon appeal¬ 
ing, is re-instated, he would not 
be allowed any chapel cuts in the 
following semester or for an eq¬ 
uivalent length of time (if he is 
suspended in the middle of a 
semester.) 

Rigid Enforcement 

The Judiciary plans to enforce 
.this policy rigidly in the future. 
However, it was not applied to 
the cases of fall semester viola¬ 
tions currently before the Judici¬ 
ary, as it was felt that a program 
of education should precede such 
laxity. 

Any student having questions 
concerning this procedure should 
direct them to any member of the 
Campus Judiciary.

Work In Germany 

Miss Miriam Dickey, who was 
head librarian at Juniata last year 
writes from Heilbronn, Germany, 
where she is acting as army libra¬ 
rian for five libraries in the Heil¬ 
bronn area. 

• • In August, 1956, I arrived in 
Germany after spending nine 
•calm days aboard a military sea 
transport. We docked in Bremer- 
haven and then went immediately 
to Nurnberg for a week of o- 
rientation prior to getting our 
permanent assignments. I learned 
that I would be responsible for 
three libraries in the Heilbronn 
area, and after becoming adjusted 
to the army library system, life 
seemed to be rather uncomplicat¬ 
ed. But alas, in November I ac¬ 
quired two more libraries one 
of which is forty-five miles from 
Heilbronn. 

“• • • Librarians definitely are 
not spared the paperwork which 
is so often associated with the 
army. At the end of each month 
I prepare numerous reports in 
multiple copies and cross my fin¬ 
gers that I’ve done everything! 
The libraries themselves are sort 
of oversized browsing rooms—at¬ 
tractive, comfortable and pleas¬ 
ant.

Hear Their Cry 

A letter crossed the editor’s desk this week (in 
an envelope ironically cancelled Pray for Peace) 
appealing to the sympathy of freedom-loving col¬ 
legians in behalf of a student at Florida State Uni¬ 
versity who is fighting for integration, 

John Boardman, who has been suspended front 
the university for his activities, invited three for¬ 
eign students (two from the Bahamas and one 
from Panama) attending Florida A and M Univer¬ 
sity — a Negro university — to a Christmas party. 


While at first retaliation to this invitation was 
only in the form of social pressure, university of¬ 
ficials have since taken stronger action (expulsion) 
because Boardman has added the following “insub¬ 
ordinate” activities to his wave of impropriety: 

1. Supported the first Negro candidate to run 
for public office since the Reconstruction. 

2. Spoke in behalf of the Supreme Court de¬ 
rision on integration. 

3. Insisted his innocence in the situation invol¬ 
ving his expulsion. 

4. Attended meetings of the Inter-Civic Council 
a Negro organization which has been campaigning 
for equal rights. 


The letter concludes: 

“You must hear our plea! Every attempt to 
bring this issue to the American public has been 
covered up by the University Administration and 
the -unsympathetic press. You must, as students 
and Americans raise your voices in protest to this 
shameful action by those who seek to further their 
ends with no consideration of the rights of others. 

"If you, the present and future leaders of our 
country do not respond, our cry for democracy and 
freedom will go unheard." 

We feel that the report speaks for itself without 
our comment Your comment might be directed to 
the Office of the President, Florida Stale Univer¬ 
sity, Tallahassee, Fla.

HIGHTAX RATES—There are numerous murmurs of dissatisfaction 
with the present economic situation coming from our leaders in Wash¬ 
ington. Secretary of the Treasury Humphries warned last week that if 
the high tax rates are continued indefinitely the end result will be a 
reduction in the number of available jobs. Yet he admits that he dosen’i 
know any way to reduce President Eisenhower’s fiscal-1958 budget 
Horn 771.8 billion dollars. It does not appear that there is any immedi¬ 
ate danger, but the fact that the men responsible for preserving our 
economy are becoming apprehensive is significant. 

BECK ACTING STRANGELY—For a man who claims he has nothing 
to hide, teamster boss Dave Beck has been acting rather strangely for 
the past three weeks. The Senate subcommittee on labor racketeering 
has been attempting to subpoena him to investigate teamster financial 
affairs. He disappeared from the Miami Beach mid-winter meeting of 
the AFL - CIO executive council. Five days later it was discovered that 
ae was in Nassau in the Bahamas with a plane ticket for London. On 
arrival in London he claimed that he had a very heavy schedule of 
work and that although he had no objection to testifying, the Senate 
subcommittee would have to wait until he found time. 

But it seems almost certain that he is involved in corruption and 
mishandling of union funds. Just last week the subcommittee charged 
two of his associates with using union funds to pay Beck’s personal 
bills amounting to $8,826.98. If the Senate subcommittee is successful in 
•ts attempts to make Beck testify it is possible that a scandal on the 
labor front will be unearthed. Beck’s attitude leads one to believe he 
Ins more to fear than has been uncovered to the present time.

The race for women’s house at 
the end of the first day’s ballot¬ 
ing showed Miss Wohlbruck a- 
head with 79 votes, followed by 
Janice Gilroy with 72 and Elean¬ 
or Newton with 71. Miss Gilroy 
took the seat in Wednesday’s 
vote, scoring 130 to Wohlbruck's 
90.

. I 0 * President Eisenhower and Prime Minister Ben-Gurion spoke 
definitively on the matter last week. Eisenhower said to allow an ag¬ 
gressor nation to impose conditions on its own withdrawal would “turn 
back the <clock of international order.” Ben-Gurion insists that no 
greater injustice has been done to the spirit of the United Nations 
charter than the actions of Egypt before the invasion. Thus Israel will 
not withdraw without effective security safeguards. 

Meanwhile there is a movement within the UN by the Arab-Asian 
bloc to impose economic sanctions. Secretary of State Dulles firmly 
believes that Israel should not be rewarded for her aggression. The 
majority of the nations of the world are of the same opinion, yet this 
tiny, insignificant state continues to threaten world peace. 

To give in to Israel’s demands would amount to a travesty o n the 
ideal of world government.

WITCH HUNT STILL ON? — It had appeared that the modem Ameri ¬ 
can witch hunt—for people suspected of entertaining Communist be¬ 
liefs had subsided several years ago. Bout just last week Congress in¬ 
dicted Arthur Miller, Pulitzer prize-winning playwright, and Dr. Otto 
Nathan, an NYU economics professor, for contempt of court for refus¬ 
ing to answer questions concerning communist associations. 

It is quite clear that both have constitutional grounds for their re¬ 
fusal to answer. But it is also quite clear that the House committee 
doesn’t give a hang about constitutionality. The reason is, of course, 
that they are exceedingly fearful of a riducujlously weak party in the 
United States and have therefore lost all perspective. 

Let us hope that these men are successful in having their civil rights 
sustained when court action develops. It is proper for us to want to 
lessen the danger of Communist infiltnation, but surely not at the ex¬ 
pense of our Bill of Rights.

Juniata's Rustic 
Philosopher Talks 
With Interviewer

Believe it or not, there is a 
person on Juniata’s campus who, 
although he never went to school 
beyond eighth grade, is far more 
intelligent and probably happier 
than many of those with uimpteen 
letters after their names. 

John Gagermeier, who will be 
70 years old in November, came 
to, Pennsylvania from Germany 
as a boy and has lived in this 
area ever since. He has helped 
take, care of-Juniata’s buildings 
for seven years . and is known 
around the campus for his friend- 
' liness and philosophic attitude. 

By talking to Gagermeier for 
a short time one can readily see 
that there is more to the man 
than a simple gregarious nature. 
He has an unbelievable memory 
for names and dates. Mention al¬ 
most any historic event and he’ll 
ponder a few minutes, then give 
the day, month, year and some¬ 
times the day of the week on 
which it occurred. He will also 
Vounteer interesting sidelights on 
some happenings. 

On A Friday Forenoon 

Gagermeier first saw Juniata • . . 
“on the second day of August in 
1912. It was a Friday forenon. 
He has watched almost a half- 
century’s changes taking place in 
this area, and, unlike most who 
reminisce about “the good old 
days” indicates that he considers 
pearly all of them changes for 
the better. He mentioned that he 
could never understand why they 
tr.uit such an old fashioned build¬ 
ing as Cloisters for the men’s 
dorm. Said he, “Why that’s like 
the buildings the Spanish built 
400 years before Columbus dis¬ 
covered America.” 

He also remembers when each 
of the buildings on campus was 
built, the changes that were made 
on them and to whom the horns 
and lands belonged before they 
were made a part of Juniata’s 
campus. He knew several of the 
founding fathers and »can prac¬ 
tically give a complete family 
tree for each, including birthdays 
and the dates of their deaths. 

In English as flawless as that 
of far more “educated” people, he 
told of the generosity of the 
founding fathers, especially the 
Brumbaughs, toward the local 
people. “Whenever someone was 
sick or out of work,” he said, 
“there would soon be a barrel of 
food at the door—not a basket, 
a barrel.” 

Juniata Finest Place 

Obviously, Gagermeier thinks 
Juiniata is about the finest place 
in the world. He believes that 
anyone who comes here with a 
real desire to learn will gain 
what he feels is the greatest value 
of education—independence 

Gagermeir’s philosophies are 
not new. We have come across 
them in our reading of Emerson, 
Thoreau, Shakespeare and count¬ 
less others and are perhaps in¬ 
clined to toss them off with a bit 
of cynicism. However, as John 
Gagermeier says, “It is a great 
thing, when one is old, to have 
a good life—something to hold 
on to,” Here is a man who has 
made the old wisdom work.

Senate Approves 
Report On Comps 

The Senate-appcintrd commit- 
t e e on comprehensive examina¬ 
tions has submitted a report 
which was accepted and approv¬ 
ed by the Senate February 7, 1957. 

The substance of the commit, 
tee’s report fell under three head¬ 
ings: a request for the ratifica¬ 
tion of injustice to a certain class 
of individuals; the presentation of 
suggestions for the improvement 
of the educational worth of the 
comprehensive program; and stu¬ 
dent educational self-help in the 
tvr -'lienee of comprehensives. 

The committee requested that 
the faculty carefully end objec¬ 
tively examine and evaluate its 
suggestions and from th^t basis 
proceed to a mature assessment 
of the examination system. It em¬ 
phasized one unjustice in regard 
to the number of students who 
fail their exams for extraneous 
reasons despite their previous 
demonstration of sufficient abi¬ 
lity to be worthy of graduation. 
£iudenis Cooperate 

A recommendation to members 
of the graduating class urged that 
students of each department co¬ 
-operate in an organized program 
of st- |dv and preparation for mu¬ 
tual self-help in attaining a com¬ 
prehensive educational experi¬ 
ence. 

Recommendations to the chair¬ 
men of departments were, that 
the faculty chairmen meet with 
the candidates for the comprehen¬ 
sive program in their department 
early in the semester for a dis¬ 
cussion concerning the general re¬ 
quirements and formal structure 
of the examination program; and 
v that in each department an ab¬ 
solute standard of passing, failure 
and distinction be established 
which corresponds to levels of at¬ 
tainment in that program rather 
than to levels of improvement or 
deterioration or any other stand¬ 
ard. 

The committee called for the 
setting up of a minimum depart-

Milestone In Athletics 


WJC: Service 

WJC radio has certainly proved its worth to the 
campus during the past month. 

A constant service to Juniata since it first hit the 
airwaves in 1954, WJC has from time to time pre¬ 
sented interesting special features, but the Indian 
Broadcasting Co. people outdid themselves to car¬ 
ry the conferences with the presidential candidates 
and the religious activities candidates, the vote 
counting proceedings, “Killer” Conley’s torch light 
parade and, most recently, the Krazy Kids vs. The 
Five basketball game. 

Student response to WJC has been amazing. Oite 
example of the station’s popularity is the mountain 
of requests that come in every Sunday for records 
to be played on the D-D (formerly J-J) Show. (In¬ 
cidentally, station personnel have promised to be 
more selective in what requests are read over the 
air.) 

This popularity is the result of a number of im¬ 
provements: 

1. Programming — WJC personnel are tak- _ 
ing a greater pride in workmanship so that 
much planning goes into each program. 

2. Technical improvements — WJC has the 
best technical staff ever and these people are 
really on the ball. A technical defect is correct¬ 
ed as quickly as it occurs. 

3. More records — Not only does the station 
get more records each month than ever before, 
but Isset’s, local music store, has continued al¬ 
lowing WJC to borrow any record they want 
to supplement the station’s library. 

4. Deficit Spending — Even though the radio 
station had to go into debt to do so, they have 
procured a tape recorder, better tone arms for 
the record players and new microphones and 
equipment. 

All these improvements have brought WJC a 
long way from the days when no one was sure 
just when it would or would not be on the air. Nor 
have the eager beavers at WJC stopped. In fact, 
their progress would be even faster if they could 
find a way to surmount their financial troubles. 

But it’s a bit hard to pull oneself up by the boot¬ 
straps. WJC is trying valiantly, however. The right 
break for WJC now that the enthusiasm of its staff 
and of its listeners is so great could allow the still 
struggling station to take its place among the bet¬ 
ter small college stations in the nation.

CLIMAX IN MIDDLE EAST—On Friday Israel’s delegate to the 
United Nations, Mrs. Meir, announced that her nation had decided to 
withdraw from the disputed territory without the safety assurances it 
had been demanding. This action is the result of extreme pressure 
that had been applied to the tiny state and perhaps also because the 
United States attitude throughout the whole crisis has been one in 
which Israel can put her trust. 

President Eisenhower has said that the U. S. will do what it can 
to keep the area free from friction. Thus Israel is going on the assump¬ 
tion that the U. S. will not allow her rights to be violated as they 
have in the past. Let us hope that we don’t let her down. 

Interest in the Middle East affairs undoubtedly will continue for 
some time but will be shifted to the broader question of the Eisenhower 
Doctrine and the Suez Canal. There seems little chance that Nassar 
will consent to any plan for the Suez Canal that will weaken Egypt’s 
sovereign position. This means that Nassar will be able to stop any 
nation’s shipping that incurs his displeasure. 

It is apparent, that we haven’t heard the last of the Suez crisis. The 
Eisenhower doctrine has not met with any suJccess as yet, and it seems 
that is has little chance of ever being of valuje. At a Cairo Conference 
1 j st week the Arab nations voted down a proposal to support that 
Doctrine. , 

As long as Nassar continues as head of the Arab bloc we can ex¬ 
pect such opposition and might as well resign ourselves to it. The dan¬ 
gerous tendencies of hot nationalism cannot be cured by a panacea of 
gold. 


NIXON IN AFRICA—Vive President Richard Nixon is touring eight 
African states in onather effort to spread the good will of the United 
States into those areas of the world that are stirring with nationalistic 
tensions. Nixon statedl that his trip demonstrated the broad interest 
of the United States in an “increasingly important continent.” 

Probably Mr. Nixon will be criticized for his travels at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense as he has been in the past But the truth of the matter 
is that every time he sits down with a leader of these new nations and 
impresses on the Jeader just exactly what America stands for he is 
performing a service worth 10 times the cost.

mental average as prerequisite to 
participate ip the comprehensive 
program, and recommended that 
the program be given sufficiently 
early in the term to enable those 
who fail, presumably for extra¬ 
neous causes, to retake it and pass 
in time to be graduated at the 
end of the same term. It also sug¬ 
gested that faculty members con¬ 
sidered for the position of admin- 
istrat'.ve representative be given 
an opportunity to decline to par¬ 
ticipate in the comprehensive pro¬ 
gram of any department with 
whose subject matter they do not 
feel themselves sufficiently fami¬ 
liar. 

One Mold Be Abandoned 

The report also included the 
suggestion that the attempt to for¬ 
ce the comprehensive educational 
experience into one mold be a- 
bandoned and that the personnel 
of each department be authoriz¬ 
ed to construct the comprehensive 
program in accordance with the 
requirements of the subject mat¬ 
ter of that department. A sugges¬ 
tion was made that when the time 
involved in any of these depart¬ 
mental programs should be noti¬ 
ceably in excess of the student 
time required in the present com¬ 
prehensive .program, passing of 
the program should contribute a 
proportionate number o f credit 
hours toward graduation. 

The committee, which included 
Larry Davis. Jacque Hayes, Carol 
Newborg, Jim Stayer, Newt Tay¬ 
lor and Joyce White, concluded 
its report with a recommendation 
that there be one constant factor 
in the comprehensive program—a 
general comprehensive test sec¬ 
tion testing the student’s know¬ 
ledge of the broader scope of a 
liberal arts education.

We have had reports from people 
who have picked up WJC pro¬ 
grams in downtown Huntingdon, 
notably JC’s Treasurer John Fike, 
whose car radio brought in t h e 
broadcast, and Bill Germann of 
WHUN.”

Legally, the station is permit¬ 
ted to radiate 137 feet from the 
wires but evidently this is suffi¬ 
cient for the waves to reach town 
power lines and thus be trans¬ 
mitted downtown. Under FCC 
regulations, this is reason for a 
10,000 dollar fine to be imposed 
on the college if the situation is 
not rectified after three warn¬ 
ings. 

No Warning Yet 

Although WJC has received no 
warnings, the Administration felt 
the action expedient, as Dean 
Mays put it, “as a precautionary 
measure until WJC’s power can 
be cut down to legal limits.” 

George Carnahan, the station’s 
manager, said that shutting down 
the station was the only thing 
that could have been done under 
the circumstances and that plans 
are now under way to remedy the 
situation. He mentioned the “very 
slight" possipility that WJC may 
obtain permission from the FFC 
to broadcast through the air and 
thus do away with wires com¬ 
pletely. 

Test Broadcasts 

The power of the transmitter 
has already been lowered as 
much as possible and test broad¬ 
casts are being made. If this 
masure does not prove successful 
it will be necessary to install co¬ 
axial cable to the dorms elim¬ 
inating all outside reception. 

Carnahan said that WJC will 
remain off the air until these 
technical problems are solved and 
added. ‘"I would like to empha¬ 
size the fact that the Administra¬ 
tion is not at fault in this mat¬ 
ter. If the blame must be put 
somewhere, put it on us.”

Why WJC Stopped Broadcasts 


THE Administration’s suggestion that WJC leave 
the air until it. solves its problem of limiting the 
area of coverage came as a shock to all of us. 

WJC is a carrier-current station whose signal 
does not travel primarily through the air, but a- 
long a wire to each of the main dorms. A mathema¬ 
tical ratio shows that WJC’s signal is allowed to 
radiate through the air only 137 feet. It seems that 
this is enough for the signal to be picked up by the 
city power lines, and thus WJC can be picked up 
in many parts of town. 

WJC exists by the grace of the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission, an agency of the federal 
government endowed with vast authority over the 
nation’s communications. Its rules are necessarily 


very rigid. The one WJC supposedly is breaking 
is backed by a 10,000-dollar fine. (However, three 
warnings are given first, and WJC has received 
none.) 

Realizing that WJC was being picked up down¬ 
town and having been informed about the fine, the 
Administration last Friday agreed that WJC 
should leave the air until its signal could be better 
controlled. 

Now WJC technicians are checking to see if WJC 
can get permission to send its signal through the 
air (and junk the carrier current system). Their 
only other choice is to install expensive coaxial 
cable, a line that will not allow the signal to es¬ 
cape into the air.

SOME complaint about the “college rate” for 
baby sitting has been raised by coeds who from 
time to time mind area youngsters while their par¬ 
ents are out. 

It seems that the Administration “suggests” that 
sitters be paid 35 cents an hour, a rate that is no 
doubt the lowest in the nation for this occupation. 
There are, of course, many parents who pay the 
sitters 50 cents an hour or who add a tip to the 
“standard” rate, while others go by what the col¬ 
lege suggests. 

Dean Bechtell stated last week that sitters are 
not required to watch children for any rate pro¬ 
posed by the college.

BOHLEN TO MANILA — United States Ambassador to the Soviet 
Union Charles Bohlen is going to be transferred from Moscow to 
Manila capital of the Philippines. Replacing him will be the present 
ambassador to Vienna, Llewellyn Thompson, Jr. 

It is understandable that Bohlen wants a change after four long 
a t nd hard years of dealing with the Soviets, but not quite so under¬ 
standable why he was removed so completely from the Soviet orbit 
Bohlen is the United States’ number one expert on the Soviet Union 
and perhaps should be at least kept in Europe. From Moscow to Manila 
is quite a jump down as far as the world power situation is concerned. 

It seems that the administration knows what a capable 
man he is. but they after all have a responsibility to play the 
time-honored game of politics. The embassies in London, Paris, 
Rome, Bonn, Brussels and the Hague are going to be staffed 
with "deserving Republicans.” Career men like Bohlen and 
others must waste their experience and proved talents in Man¬ 
ila, Panama or even Rangoon probably. 

The tensions of the world and the fact that it is getting smaller 
every day necessitate that America be represented abroad by her 
most able men. To give important diplomatic posts to men because 
they filled your coffers during a political campaign shows that a basic 
contradiction exists in the ideals of those men in Washington who are 
supposedly searching and sweating for a way to ensure world peace. 
No one can deny that U. S. diplomacy absolutely should not become 
involved m our internal politics. 


SOVIET ATOM BLAST — Last Saturday Washington announced that 
the Soviet Union had set off another nuclear bomb. This is the fifth 
explosion in a series that began last August 24. Actually this is no* 
news because atomic explosions in the Soviet Union have become 
qujte common.

fractions may be reported to any 
member of the Judiciary by any 
member of the college commu¬ 
nity.” 

Five of the cases which the 
group considered concerned viola¬ 
tions of the chapel attendance re¬ 
gulation. The offenders had been 
threatened with recommendation 
of expulsion unless in a letter to 
the Judiciary they could show 
just cause why such action should 
not be taken. Four of the five 
letters were accepted and the cas¬ 
es against the students dropped. 
The defendants’ permitted num¬ 
bers of chapel cuts for the cur¬ 
rent semester, were, however, 
sizeably reduced. 

An Open Meeting 

The fifth letter was rejected be¬ 
cause it manifested gross disres¬ 
pect for the Judiciary. The writer 
of the letter stood trial in an open 
session, where he retracted the 
statements of this letter, claiming 
that they were based on a mis¬ 
understanding of the Judiciary’s 
motive. He was found not guilty 
of contempt of court, but on the 
basis of his excessive chapel cut¬ 
ting it was recommended to the 
Dean of Men that the student be 
considered “not in good standing.” 

It was reported that a case 
which had formerly been referred 
by the Judiciary to the men’s 
house committee was dealt with 
by the first step of the three-step 
disciplinary procedure. 

The Judiciary also examined a 
referral concerning vote fraud in 
the recent elections but was un¬ 
able to establish a case. It was re¬ 
commended to the Senate that a 
through investigation and evalua¬ 
tion of the present system of cam¬ 
pus elections be conducted.

MODERN REPUBLICANISM — The Republican party is expecting to 
have an extremely difficult time of it in the presidential election of 
1960. President Eisenhower will be constitutionally ineligible for a 
third term, and there are no other top flight candidates apparent. 

The Republicans are well aw ere of the fact that Ike's two over¬ 
whelming victories were based on popularity rather than the fact that 
he was the GOP standard bearer. It seems that the American people 
just no longer will accept Old Guard Republicanism. 

Ike is aware of this fact and has been attempting to reorganize his 
party along lines which he terms modem Republicanism and in which 
there is no room for senators like Jenner, Malone and McCarthy. 

That he will not be successful is becoming increasingly obvious. A 
slight break between him and his parly is beginning to grow. 

It arises from two sources. First, the fact that he cannot succeed 
himself is quite naturally causing a loss of prestige. Second, there are 
many Republicans of the Old Guard stamp that have been disappoint¬ 
ed by his fiscal policies. 

His proposals to continue high level spending for foreign aid and 
education thus keeping taxes high have caused consternation, to say 
he least. 

Everything considered, it seems doubtful that the Republican 
perty will change sufficiently before 1960 to carry the American peo¬ 
ple at the polls. -The modern Republicanism pill is just a little too 
bitter for the Old Guard to swallow. 


STUDENT REVOLT — For the second time in months students have 
been responsible for revolts against corruption and oppression in 
government—first in bloody Hungary and just recently in Cuba. 

General Baiisia, military dictator of Guba, has been sitting on a 
lid of explosive discontent since he assumed power in 1952. Under his 
regime graft in the government and in the army has taken millions of 
dollars of the top of the national wealth. Furthermore, his rule has 
been perpetrated primarily by military force. 

The results of the oppression have been the awakening of a move¬ 
ment determined to sweep away the old politico-military order and to 
establish a democracy. As with all revolts its beginning was primarily 
intellectual innature. This is evidenced by the university students 
attempt to assassinate Batista. 

The intense interest in matters political shown by most of the 
world's students is revealing when contrasted with the interest shown 
here at Juniata and other colleges across the United States. 

Of course I do not advocate student Revolts as such, but it is a 
shame that more Juniata students don’t feel more deeply about politi¬ 
cal matters and individual responsibility and justice. 

All governments, including Juniata’s, are only as strong as the in¬ 
dividual members of the community. '■

Partisan Days 


REPUBLICAN Day and Congressman Richard 
Simpson’s appearance on campus earlier this week 
have called forth a number of editorials, which 
follow. 

1. A Good Idea 

THE introduction of a Repulbican Day and a 
Democrat Day into the campus calendar is an 
excellent idea. 

Newt Taylor and Dr. Kenneth Crosby are to 
be commended for their work in obtaining the 
speakers for the occasions, for procuring money 
to cover expenses, for gaining the approval of the 
Administration and for taking care of the nu¬ 
merous details involved in any such project. 

In spite of the charges about campus that Jun- 
iatians are too conscious of politics we cannot 
help buit feel that such consciousness is greatly to 
be desired on any level, campus or national. While 
some are more interested 1 in politics than others, 
there should be in each of us a basic concern 
about the method in which we are governed. 


a few students had an opportunity to talk with the 
affable congressman the next period. 

Perhaps Simpson was not informed about the 
subject of his chapel address. If it was his task 
to trace the history of the GOP, as Newt Taylor 
mentioned in his preface to the chapel talk, Con¬ 
gressman Simpson hit the mark only occasionally. 

Let us hope tfyat Juniatians will not as a re¬ 
sult act unfavorably to future partisan days. 

3. What Price Partisanship 

CONGRESSMAN Simpson took a firm stand 
against bipartisanship in his chapel talk Monday. 
Such a viewpoint was a bit hard to swallow. 

Simpson’s chief argument in behalf of partisan¬ 
ship was that it allowed the responsibility of gov¬ 
ernment to be placed in the hands of a party in 
power, which could be held accountable for any 
deficiencies. His position suggested that party 
policy is the prime motivation for his actions.

IT was unfortunate that Republican Day ac¬ 
tivities were so limited this year.

His stay 
on campus was so short that little included in 
the original plans for the day could be accomplish¬ 
ed. 

Many who heard Simpson in chapel were un¬ 
impressed and will remain unimpresed since only 


congressman Simpson failed fo point out how 
ever that each party has its efficient workers an 
its deadwood. Why then should the party bear th 
blame for the activities of irresponsible indiv: 
duals. Why should representatives hesitate i 
cross party lines to vote for worthwhile proposal 
Why shouldn't members of each party work tc 
gether on such issues els foreign policy. 


Our 2-party system is one of our government’s 
greatest assets, but partisanship can and does 
become a dead weight tied to congressional effi¬ 
ciency.

Labor Hurt t 

But his chances of exonerating himself seem slim and consequent- 
ly those forces opposed to labor and unionism have been provided 
with.ammunition to attack the effectiveness of the labor movement 
At the present moment there is a trend toward right-to-work legisla¬ 
tion in the state. Eighteen states now have legislation outlawing the 
cmion shop and two more have similar bills peding in legislature. 

What’s more, Beck may be responsible for creating an unfavor¬ 
able union climate, thus stopping labor’s drive to unionize millions of 
unorganized U. S. workers. 

Fifth Amendment Reaction 

But the damage has been inflicted not only on the labor movement 
The liberals in the county have been fighting a bitter struggle to 
keep the public sympathies with the absolute necessity of safeguard¬ 
ing our civil liberties at all times. 

The primary issue today concerns the fifth amendment, which has 
unfortunately been discredited in the eyes of many, because reaction¬ 
aries have charged that it protects communists. There is no doubt that 
in some eases the fifth amendment has protected commutnists wh© 
been prosecuted for particular illegal actions, but to say 
that the fifth amendment is no good or that it actually is detrimental 
to the interests of the people because of this is sheer folly. 

In the last two years the Red hysteria had died down, and people 
have been regaining their proper perspective on the question. 

Beck Appears 

Then Mr. Beck appeared on the scene. His indiscriminate and 
irresponsible use of the fifth amendment to save his own fat skin has 
caused many to wonder why this man should not be made to answer 
questions about corruption and vice in an organization of which he is 
the head. 

They say the fifth amendment was intended to protect a man’s 
conscience not his explicit actions.Why not forget about the fifth 
amendment and proeciite this man. It is exactly this kind of feeling 
that leads to discrediting and consequent trespassing on our civil liber¬ 
ties. 

An Ex-Senator Appears 

Mr. Beck and his very well known legal counsel should be roundlv 
condemned for their violation of the sacredness of our civil liberties 
which are the foundation of individual freedom. Freedom carries with 
it the duty to respect that which guarantees that freedom.

Coed Visits 
Vault; Finds 
Relics, Books

That pecular, musty smell of 
old books was the first thing I 
noticed as I was shown into JC’s 
library’s inner sanctum, a small 
vauilt in the East Room which is 
a fascinating storehouse of books 
dated as far back as 1475. 

Books and more books, bound 
in leather and parchment, de¬ 
corated with once-shinning orna¬ 
ments, illustrated with wood-cuts 
and engravings, line the walls of 
the little room. 

Although the books are old, 
they are well preserved here, and 
all are perfectly legible—if you 
have a magnifying glass handy 
and can read German set in Old 
English type. 

Rare Bible 

Miss Winger first handed me 
the 1776 edition of the Sauer 
Bible printed in Germantown by 
Christopher Sauer. This is the 
rarest of all Sauer Bibles since 
the major portion of this edition, 
while in sheet, was used by the 
Continental Army for cartridges. 

The 1763 edition of the same 
Bible is highly valuable also; it 
was the first to be printed on 
American paper using American 
type. A note on the flyleaf in¬ 
forms us that it was bought by 
Felix Hidelbrandt for 35 shillings. 
Chances are. it is worth some¬ 
what more than that now.

Hitting Ivy education, Professor Paul Engle of 
the University of Iowa writes, “The Ivy League’s 
smallness depends on the Big Ten’s bigness. Never 
forget; the Big Ten is that massive wall to which 
that gracious ivy clings.” 

Such universities as Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Illinois have none of the conformity that 
makes an "Ivy league campus look as if its students 
had all gone to the same prep school at Conformity 
Comers*" 

Professor Engle does say Ivy is supreme in the 
limited area of undergraduate education, “But 
under the conception that the whole state is the 
campus, the Big Ten is supreme.” 

The author should be congratulated on his at¬ 
tack at the smugnesss of the Ivy league schools. 
Living off the fame and traditions of a past era, 
these vine-covered halls of learning have shunned 
the possibilities of a good education at any other 
college. The Harvard, Yale or Princeton diploma 
has been glorified erroneously as the ultimate in 
education. 

The author does stick his neck out a bit far, 
however, in predicting an end for the Eastern 
schools. Schools like Yale who can only take one 
fourth of their applicants and Dartmouth, which 
chooses its freshmen class of 725 from 6,000 appli¬ 
cants will continue to get the best potential college 
materiel. Schools in the Big Ten are required to 
take the mediocre student as well as the intelligent 
one because they are tax.supported. 

* * * * 

For Professor Engle to assert that “education 
for the few, dedicated to pure and remote know¬ 
ledge is fine, touching and doomed” certainly pre¬ 
dicts an end for liberal education as a whole. And 
yet, it was Alfred P. Sloan, of General Motors, who 
said, “Give us educated men. We can train them 
ourselves. But we can’t educate them.” 

The Big Ten are important in providing educa¬ 
tion for the common masses. However just be¬ 
cause they have become so “broad-minded” and

The World This Week

NEW LOOK —Britain 
has announced a dra¬ 
stic change in her de¬ 
fense system. The in¬ 
sular nation has stated 
that it cannot possibly 
defend itself against 
aggression by the con¬ 
ventional methods of 
defense and will in 
the future rely mainly 
on atomic missiles. 

A sharp out back of 
the army is beginning, 

But the more basic reason for Britain’s 
change of policy is the fact that her eco¬ 
nomy is being hurt by the drain of high 
defense costs. 

While it is understood that Britain 
should want to lessen her defense spend- 
mg by emphasising this "new look," it 
nevertheless is apparent that there is much 
danger in relying solely on atomic missiles. 



This danger is the attitude that the 
other western nations of Europe who be-» 
long to NATO will develop as a conse¬ 
quence of Britain’s action. Britain plans 
to withdraw 13,000 troops front the NATO 
alliance in Europe. 

Quite naturally West Germany now 
wants to cut down the number of troops 
it must supply to the alliance.Already 
Conrad Adenauer has stated that he will 
request atomic weapons from the United 
States. 

Believing ihat no war is won without 
the foot-soldier, we see a significant 
weaking of the defense system develop¬ 
ing. Furthermore, Germany's request for 
atomic armaments will have repercus¬ 
sions in France. First of all France will be 
fearful of placing atomic weapons in the 
hands of Germany, especially since there 
will now be fewer British troops in Europe 
to help defend her should Germany again 
attack France. 


Although this is an unreasonable as¬ 
sumption, the reality of it among the 
French people must be faced. 

Thus as far as the defense of Europe is 
concerned, Britain’s change of policy must 
be considered a step backward and the 
“new look” can be more appropriately 
termed a defeatist attitude. 

WEAKNESS OF U. N. -— Within the past 
several months the world has been given 
another example of the present weakness 
of the U. N. When the Suez crisis first 
broke out, the Eisenhower Administration 
was content to allow the U. N. to handle 
the problem. 

But with each passing day it became 
evident that the U. N. was in fact power¬ 
less. Dag Hammerskjold’s attempts to get 
Egypt and Israel to settle their disputes 
over the Suez Canal and border raids was 
completely fruitless. 

Hammerskjold said, “As you know, the

These are articles in volume 
two of The Lady’s Magazine and 
Repository of Entertaining Know¬ 
ledge, a literary gem comparing 
(m form only) to Harpers or The 
Atlantic and published by a Liter¬ 
ary Society whose slogan was. 
“the mind is improved, yet a- 
mused.” An interesting sidelight: 
one page is devoted to condes¬ 
cending and often cutting advice 
give by the editors to their 
writers.

An Undesirable Tendency' 


Scraping aroufad for campus issues, the ogre 
committee of the old Senate bemoaned the “undes¬ 
irable tendency toward large classes at Juniata." 
So it was that the current Senate asked the 
JUNIATIAN to “devote some of its editorial space 
to this issue." ‘ 


Apparently there was a feeling among the 
ogres that the size of classes at Juniata has in¬ 
creased somewhat over the past years and that 
certain classes, most notably the Biblical history 
lecture class, are too big to be compatible with 
the phrase in the college catalog that says “in 
small classes instruction can be personalized." 

As we see it, this is not much of an issue. Clas-, 
ses in general at Juniata are much smaller than 
they are at most schools. No more classes contain 
over 35 students than did last year. And as Dr. Ellis 


put it, “We aren’t worrying about the size of clas¬ 
ses under 35." 

The Administration is aware of Juniata’s limi¬ 
ted elassroom facilities. Plans to correct the situa¬ 
tion are in the making. 

Realizing that the Biblical history lecture class 
is much too large and that students regularly fall 
asleep in it for lack of contact, the Administration 
is working on plans for new arrangements next 

year. 

Furthermore, the Faculty will be increased next 
year by the return of Miss Miriam Schlegel, assis¬ 
tant professor of education, now oh leave, and the 
procurement of one or two additional professors. 

Dr. Ellis assures us that the Administration is 
aware of the problems in this area and that the 
Administration is constantly working to improve 
students’ opportunity to learn.

NEW CHAPTER IN 
MID-EAST CRISIS— 

The Middle East crisis 
started anew but on a 
different front during 
the past week. Jordan, 
a tiny state without 
any real claim to nat¬ 
ionality is experienc¬ 
ing an internal strug¬ 
gle for power between 
pro-Western factions. 

King Hassien opposes communist domi¬ 
nation of his-country but doesn’t seem to 
have the support of his people because of 
the nationalistic, anti-Western imperialism 
that has gripped! the Middle East. In the 
last popular election the pro-Egyptian and 
Soviet party won control of parliament 
and Suleiman Nabulsi took over as pre¬ 
mier. 

Since then the tension between the 


ypuing king and his parliament grew until 
the present crisis was precipitated. Pre¬ 
mier Nabulsi just two weeks ago announ¬ 
ced that Jordan would accept no more'eeo- 
nomie aid from the United States and that 
m the future they would request their 
aid from the Soviet Union. 

Further, in a recent speech he called 
the Soviet Union a "sincere friend" and 
accused the U. S. of attempting a "new 
brand of imperialism" on the Arabs. 

On Wednesday King Hassien forced the 
premier’s resignation. Since then the coun¬ 
try has been in disorder. Mobs have been 
roaming the streets of Anman and Jeru¬ 
salem. Last Saturday Syria started mov¬ 
ing troops into northern Jordan. No one 
knows exactly why as yet. But it seems 
that Syria's move has been of value to the 
Jordanians. 


On Tuesday a new government headed 
hy.Premier Hussien Fachri Khalidi took 
office. The head of .the army has changed 
hands with a pro-Western general in com- 
A sweeping clean-up of Communist 
infiltration has been promised. 

Whether fhe young king will be success¬ 
ful or not remains for the future to fell. 
One thing is certain. King Hussien is go¬ 
ing to have trouble with his house clean¬ 
ing and unless he plays a cagy role, his 
future and that of Jordan will be shaky.

The World This Week

BUDGET BATTLE— 

The most important 
news on the national 
scene this week is the 
battle in Washington 
over the budget for 
the coming fiscal year. 

Thus far the admin¬ 
istration has requested 
15 billion of its record 
high 73.3 billion dol¬ 
lar budget But the 
House of Representatives has cut over a 
billion dollars already to the great dismay 
of President Eisenhower. 

In a letter to Sam Rayburn last Thurs¬ 
day Ike pointed out that 63 percent of the 
budget was for national defense and that 
further reduction would pose a threat to 
our national security. 

Nevertheless the right-wing Republi¬ 
cans and certain Democrats are prepar¬ 
ing for a hitter struggle to reduce the bud- 
get for the sake of economy. It is very com*

mendable for our legislators to be econo¬ 
mical where ever possible-but it is a dif¬ 
ferent matter when they attempt to cut 
expenditures that are vitally necessary 
and in some cases are fixed by law for 
political reasons primarily. There is some 
justification for suspecting that this is the 
case. 

Mr. Rayburn has stated flatly that there 
will be a budget cut large enough to en¬ 
able Congress to cut taxes. Tax cuts are 
fine but let us 1 hope they are not made at 
the expense of our national security. 

LABOR FRONT — 

In addition to the Beck fiasco we note fur¬ 
ther evidence of tensions within the or¬ 
ganized labor movement in the results of 
the United Steel Workers’ recent election. 

The controversy started over the hais-' 
ing of union dues again from three dollars 
to five dollars per month. But the election 
pointed deeper dissatisfactions. The in¬ 
cumbent, David MacDonald, has been a 
leader in the Steel union since it Was first 


organized and was elected without oppasi- 
tion he felt that he could run on his record 
announced that he would run for reelec¬ 
tion he fedt that he could run on his record 
and didn’t anticipate any opposition. 

Yet his opponent, Donald Rarick, was 
able to muster over 220,000 votes on the 
single plank of reduction of union dues. 
Furthermore, he was completely unknown 
outside his own local at McKeesport, Pa. 
and lacked the background and experience 
of MacDonald. 

His strength came as a jolt to the Mac- 
forces who will now have to face consider, 
able opposition in the next four years. 
Rarick has pledged to continue the fight 
for dues reduction and t© attack “corrup¬ 
tion and' tyranny'’ in the union. 

This controversy may prove to be the 
best thing that has happened to organizezd 
labor for a long time. Whatever the event¬ 
ual outcome of the battle between the two

Frederick Johnson, a New 
York judge, made several in¬ 
teresting proposals recently 
concerning the Federal Anti- 
Trust Act and baseball.

According to the Faculty Man¬ 
ual, President Ellis is “responsible 
to the board of trustees for the 
intellectual and spiritual life of 
the college”—14 words that entail 
more jobs than we would have 
believed possible for one man to 
accomplish. 

As you can imagine, innumera¬ 
ble problems must be faced by the 
head of a college.Each day Presi¬ 
dent Ellis must work closely with 
the academic,, business and public 
relations staffs to coordinate the 
work of all departments and keep 
Juniata in smooth running order. 

Naturally, most of the presi¬ 
dent’s work is done in the field 
of outreach. He is often “o n the 
road” and through his wide tra¬ 
vels has represented Juniata in 
nearly all corners of the world. 
Mays Maintains Standards 

Dean Mays, as JC’s principal 
academic officer, is in charge of 
supervision of the academic pro¬ 
gram, the maintenance of high 
standards and the improvement 
of the quality of faculty and stu¬ 
dents. 

He is chief advisor to the presi¬ 
dent on ac?. i^mic matters and 
acts for the pres : dent in the latter’s 
absence. Aft -r consultation with 
the eppropr- ie committees the 
dean makes ii-.-w appointments to 
the faculty and determines the 
course program each term. 

Besides editing the annual cat¬ 
alogue and the summer term bul¬ 
letin, he assigns the faculty in¬ 
structional load and, in coopera¬ 
tion with faculty members, sup¬ 
ervises all academic programs. 

In addition to the duties that, 
go with his office. Dean Mays es¬ 
timates that two-fifths of his pro¬ 
gram are spent teaching. H e 
holds ethics classes in the fall and 
teaches logic in the spring. In al¬ 
ternating years he instructs clas¬ 
ses in ancient and modem philo¬ 
sophy. 

Bray's Duties Numerous 

It’s no news that Registrar Bray 
is a busy man, yet enlightenment 
is still possible if you look at the 
list of 46 varied duties that he 
fulfills. No wonder it takes an 
easy going southerner to keep 
calm in this job. 

“The amount of work is beyond 
the imagination for individuals, 
to accomplish,” said Bray, stating 
that the work of his secretaries is 
invaluable. One job that is time 
consuming is the preparation of 
all types of reports for colleges, 
government and private agencies. 

Bray continued by saying that 
every work day is different, al¬ 
though the year is a series of re¬ 
peated processes due to the three 
registrations, the six grading per¬ 
iods and the two comp exams. 

It’s hard to say where Bray 
spends most of his working hours 
since he cooperates closely with 
the deans in supplying them with 
information about each student. 
Additional hours are spent in¬ 
structing a play production class 
and directing college plays. 

“I’d like to make one request,” 
the registrar said, “that students 
be more certain in their selections 
at registration.” He described the 
tied-up condition of the office 
during the two week trial period 
due to half the students making 
changes in schedules. 

Glancing over the job analysis 
sheet again I saw: evaluation of 
transcripts, scheduling classes, ar¬ 
ranging for photographs of new 
students, ordering tests for Fresh¬ 
man week and on adfinitum. Such 
is the work of Juniata’s registrar.

The World This Week 


Eisenhower's 'New Republicanism' 
Continues To Lose GOP Support 


NEW REPUBLICAN¬ 
ISM FADING — The 
deterioration of Presi- 
dent Eisenhowef’s 
“modern Republican¬ 
ism” continues to 
“row, 

Since January of 
this year the group of 
Senators willing to fol- 
1 o w Eisenhower o n 
anything and every¬ 
thing has diminished considerably. There 
are two primary reasons for this revolt. 
First, the fact that he will not he able to 
ruin for a third term has naturally lessened 
his prestige among the Republican lead¬ 
ers, who now have to start searching for 
a new candidate for 1960. 

The second reason, and I might add, the 
more basic is that a hard core of right 
wing and middle Republicans just don’t 


agree with Ike’s basic philosophy and 
never have. To them'Eisenhower was un¬ 
satisfactory in 1952 and has been ever 
since. 

Th e truih of the matter is that Eisen¬ 
hower holds many ideas which belong to 
the other party, the Democrats. His Pro¬ 
gram is really Democratic in nature and 
the Old Guard cannot swallow any more 
of it regardless of how popular Ike remains 
with the rank and file. 

The first sign of the split occured over 
the Eisenhower Doctrine.. It was the very 
first time that Republican Senators ques¬ 
tioned Eisenhower’s judgment in foreign 
affairs. 

But it was Ike's record-high budget 
that touched off what may turn into a full 
scale revolt. It was the bldget that prompt¬ 


ed Senator Carl Curtis of Nebraska to say 
that “the heart and core of te Republican 
party is disappointed in the Administra¬ 
tion’s policies” and caused Senator Know- 
land to promise to cut three billion dollars 
from the budget at the very minimum. 

The essence of the revolt is essentially 
part of the reaction against liberal social¬ 
ism which has come to be accepted in the 
U. S. since the depression. If the majority 
of the Republican leaders in Congress do 
eventually turn against Ike’s liberalism, 
which he has tried to hard‘to instill in the 
party, then I think I can safely predict 
one thing. That is the defeat of the Repub¬ 
lican Party in 1960. The reaction will not 
stop what the country wants and which 
is basically good. 

THE RUSSIAN JANUS—Now that the 
Hugarian Crisis has been inscribed in the 
pages of history we see the Soviet Union 


is beginning to redisplay the other of the 
two heads she uses when dealing with 
foreign nations. 

Murmers of peaceful coexistence are 
coming from behind the walls of the 
Kremlin similar to those the world heard 
before the Russian armies crushed the 
Hungarian Freedom Fighters 

On April 15 Khruscheiv- delivered ano¬ 
ther “live and let live” speech. But it is 
going to be mulch harder for Moscow to 
convince the world of her peaceful inten¬ 
tions since the Hungarian revolt. If the 
Soviet Union is successful in recreating an 
atmosphere of harmony on the internation¬ 
al scene, it won’t say much for the neut¬ 
ralist nations, who certainly should now 
realize the naivete of- their former posi¬ 
tion. 

Let us hope they do not- succumb this 
time.

The JUNIATIAN has received 
the highest award conferred by 
the Associated Collegiate Press 
for its publications during the 
fall semester. 

"All-American" was the rating 
given the campus weekly and 
two others out of 43 in its class 
(weeklies in schools of enrollment 
under 750) enteied' from colleges 
across the nation. About 475 of 
the nation’s college newspapers 
(each school was required to sub¬ 
mit all issues printed during the 
fall semester) entered the compe¬ 
tition. 

ACP, whose central headquar¬ 
ters is at the University of Min¬ 
nesota, chose for judges various 
newspapermen from the Minne¬ 
apolis area. Papers submitted by 
the JUNIATIAN were read and 
rated by Robert Smith, city edi¬ 
tor of the Minneapolis TRIBUNE. 

In all, 86 newspapers were rat¬ 
ed All-American, the award go¬ 
ing to papers showing “distinctly 
superior achievement.”

Pittsburg In Exhibition Round 

e successfui Juniata College debaters of recent years are 

scheduled to engage the University of Pittsburgh in an exhibition 
round on the front steps of Oiler Hail Thursday, May 16 at 7:15 p m 
The two men who will enter this debate for Juniata are senior 
majors Jim Montgomery 
Burlington, N. J. and Jim Stayer! 
Denver Representing the Pitt 
Mens Debating Society will be 
sophomore histoiy majors Gary 
Hess and Ben Reid. 

Thursday’s event will be a re¬ 
turn match, for the State Tourna- 
T®?, h ^ d at Kin S' s College in 
April Montgomery and Stayer 
defeated Reid and Hess in a very 
close debate. This was Pitt’s only 
loss in the preliminary rounds, as 
they entered the semifinals with 
a 9-1 record. 

Through three years of debate 
for Juniata, Stayer and Mont- 
gomery have been responsible for 
61 ot the 43 victories scored by 
JC over that period, while accept¬ 
ing only 29 of 86 losses. Outstand¬ 
ing opponents who have fallen be¬ 
fore them include Pitt, Navy 
cfJV 1 ’ S v Jc ! se P h ’ s < Bucknell, Penn 
State, Xavied, Mt. Mercy, West 
Virginia and Wooster. 

Not until their senior year did 
Montgomery and Stayer begin to 
debate as a team. During the past 
spring they returned winning re¬ 
cords m tournaments at Geneva 
College, King’s College (State 
Debate) and Carnegie Tech. 

Their eight victories and four 
losses for a percentage of .667 
compare with a squad average 
over three years of .333. In addi¬ 
tion, they are the only debaters 
in the club with winning careers 
Over three years Montgomery has 
won 17 and lost 13 while Stayer 
has won 22 and lost 20. 

Numerous Appearances 

Ben Reid end Gary Hess come 
to Juniata in the wake of numer¬ 
ous cup-winning tournament ap¬ 
pearances, most recent of which 
was their sweep of the McGill 
University Varsity Tournament 
in Montreal, Canada. Both are 
products of Pittsburgh area high 
schools. 

By an interesting coincidence, 
both Reid and Montgomery are 
pastors of Negro congregations 
the most obvious difference being 
that Reid is himself a Negro and 
a Moderate member of the NAA- 
CP.

A formal kilt is a dressy outfit, 
and there were many at the High¬ 
land Ball in February. In Edin¬ 
burgh on a sunny February sec¬ 
ond Scotland defeated the invad¬ 
ers from Wales in a well played 
International Rugby Match. Of 
the 65,000 attending, 20,000 were 
Welshmen, wearing red and 
white scarves and singing. 

During World University Ser¬ 
vice Week we Americans had a 
shoe shine stand, a “smoker” (va¬ 
riety show) and other efforts, in¬ 
cluding collection eans to raise 
money. The highlight of the week 


was a speech by a Hungarian stu¬ 
dent who expressed the hope of 
2 'eturning to Hungary when a fav¬ 
orable government gains control. 

The summer term (April to 
June) is highlighted by a parade 
honoring Kate Kennedy, niece of 
the late Bishop Kennedy. A group 
of historical personages, all cos¬ 
tumed as accurately as possible, 
parade quietly through the town 
brought up in the rear by the car¬ 
riage of the Lady Katherine Ken¬ 
nedy, decorated in spring green¬ 
ery and flowers, surrounded by 
shield bearers and drawn by 
white horses. 

During the last week in April 
a Charities Smoker was present¬ 
ed to help raise money for the 
Annual Charities Campaign 
which went this year to buy guide 
dogs for the blind, for Hungarian 


students and for cancer. The “last 
but not least” act of the evening 
was an operetta put on by the 
“Divines” of St. Mary’s College 
and as many girls, entitled A GI 
in Japan. The male leads were 
played by one American and two 
Scotsmen who have developed ex¬ 
cellent American accents.

An All-College Worship Service: Will It Work? 


An all-coliege Sunday morning worship 
service, proposed by chairman of religious 
activities Spencer Ward, has been quest¬ 
ioned and discussed by many JC students 
and faculty. 

There is considerable opposition to the 
proposal to date arose in a special JCA pro- 
any value in the project. 

The most interesting discussion of the 
proposa to date arose in a special JCA pro¬ 
gram last week in which Dr. Hambacher, 
Charlie Haines, Dr. Crosby and Joan Mc¬ 
Clure were to argue for an all-college wor¬ 
ship service and Dean Mays, Meg Good¬ 
rich, former chairman of religious avtivi- 
ties Kerin Norbut and the Rev. Raymond 
May, pastor at the local Lutheran church 
were to argue against it. 

It was pointed out that such a service 
would be conducted once a month. At¬ 
tendance would be voluntary. Before the 
affirmative could get underway the nega¬ 
tive side started to shoot the plan full of 
holes. 

The affirmative felt that there was great 
value in attending church together with 
other members of the college community, 
that it formed a sort of common bond. To 
this Miss Nanbut remarked that commun¬ 
ity lies in going as a group to worship God 
no matter what your background may be. 

“You can’t say there’s a student-type 
worship service; students don’t have a 


different God,” the former religious activ¬ 
ities chairman asserted. 

Pastor May continued for the negative: 
“I question the number of students that 
will come to an all-college church. Cer¬ 
tainly not many will be pulled from the 
downtown churches .... If you cannot 
create unity with the chapel program and 
the JCA program how can you do it in 
an additional hour each month? 

The Lutheran minister went on to point 
out that the presence of students at the 
Huntingdon churches is one of the most 
important contacts there is between the 
campus and downtown. 

Dean Mays, representing the Adminis¬ 
tration who. it has been said, do not even 
care to give the proposed worship a chance 
to prove its worth inspite of its success on 
other campuses, pointed out that there 
are numerous outlets for students' inter¬ 
ests in the Christian faith already provi¬ 
ded on campus but that not many students 
take advantage of them. 

“But we must consider/’ Dr. Crosby re¬ 
minded, “whether or not an all-college 
service will reach some not now involved. 
Those participating in a program down¬ 
town (for example, (teaching or singing in 
a choir) would be expected to ignore an 
all-college worship service.” 

Dean Mays then brought up the point 
that many are saying that Jpniata should 


have such a worship service because col¬ 
lege students have special needs that can¬ 
not be met in community churches. He 
wanted to know what were these special 
needs of the students. 


It was pointed out that the college com¬ 
munity is almost completely separated 
from downtown and that there is a much 
different complexion in the college com¬ 
munity than in a town community. 


Those against an all-college worship 
pointed out that even in a college com¬ 
munity there are so many diverse needs 
that no speaker could reach down into one 
specifically. “The gospel, however, ans¬ 
wers all questions in a general way,” 
Pastor May reminded. 


“But my needs aren’t being met,” some¬ 
one remarked. “I have been hopping a- 
round from one church to the next in 
Huntingdon, but none of them seems to 
have what I’m looking for.” 


"You can't satisfy your needs by running 
from one church to the next/' Pastor May 
advised "If you stay at the same church 
you will gradually have your needs mei,"

a preacher talks to his audience. No doubt 
sermons delivered in Huntingdon churches 
are pitched too low for college students.” 
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down to whether! or not we like the prea¬ 
cher, Dean Mays commented. 


"Yes," Dr. Hambacher admitted, "There 
is a good shepherd, but even the sheep 
finds his own grass. We tend to say, 'Here 
I am in church: do something for me.' " 

Joan McClure pointed out, “Not many 
students have strong denominational ties 
and wouldn’t be hurting a downtown 
church by coming to an all-college wor¬ 
ship.” 

If students are stimulated at an all-col¬ 
lege worship service they will be en¬ 
couraged to do more in the Huntingdon 
congregations, it was noted. At Penn State, 
for instance, a survey showed that more 
PSU students were active in church work 
when they were graduated after their all¬ 
college worship service program was start¬ 
ed than previously. 

-•Fewer than 10 percent of PSU students 
attend the all-college worship service. 


This is merely a summary of what went 
on at JCA the other evening. The JUNI- 
ATIAN has printed arguments, from both 
sides so that students may see the entire 
situation and decide fpr themselves what 
steps should be taken. 

We do question the success of such a 
program because we doubt that a service 
can be prepared that will satisfy the di¬ 
verse religious convictions. Furthermore. 
Juniaiians are notably passive in partici¬ 
pating in the various worship services al¬ 
ready provided on campus. 

On the other hand, if religious activities 
chairman Ward and the JCA want to try 
an all-college worship service, they should 
be given the opportunity. We are sorry to 
say, however, that we think the odds are 
against its success.

And From Another Viewpoint... 


Is there a need for an all- college chuiich service 
on campus? Are the church needs of the student 
being adequately met? Do most of the students go 
to church, and are those attending satisfied with 
the services being presented? 

These questions have been actively considered 
in a panel discussion held on April 30 in room C, 
where the pro and con of instituting an all-college 
Sunday morning church on campus were discussed. 

The service would he held once a month, would 
be voluntary and would use th% most widely ac¬ 
ceptable Protestant order cf worship which can be 
arranged. Let us look briefly at both sides of the 
discussion which ensued. 

It seemed that the con men (and women) took 
a flatly negative and unrealistically idealistic look 
at the question and often relied on the sanctity and 
security of a moderate, safe status quo, feeling that 
something which existed (although unsatisfactory) 
is deserving of support because there is no proof 
that something new will be successful. 

The pro was vigorously supported by students 
from the audience, but was more inclined to be 
practical, facing the apparent student opinion, and 
often could not adequately refute the rather, ideal¬ 
istic ideas presented to them. 

It was argued by the con that the all-college 
service would cause the students to lose their close 
relationship with the local church, to which the 
question was raised as to whether such a relation¬ 
ship existed at the present and further if the 
monthly service would not rather help to break the 
rack habit and remind the student that the church 
is an important part of his experience, thus stre¬ 
ngthening church attendance. 

The pro felt that students had different ques¬ 
tions and different needs than the members of the 
local churches, and that a service of worship which 
took into account the students’ questions, needs 
and desires would be better attended and more re¬ 
warding to the students. 

The con felt that there was no difference in the* 
needs of the students and the community—we are

Academic Freedom 

THIS is Academic Freedom Week at Juniata. 

Regularly sponsored in colleges across the na¬ 
tion by the National Student Association, Academic 
Freedom Week is a tribute to the freedom allowed 
the American scholar and is also an impetus for us 
to re-examine our educational community with an 
eye to seeing that the privileges of academic free¬ 
dom are maintained. 

We were shocked last year to learn of the dis¬ 
missal of Dickinson’s Prof. Laurent Lavalle. who 
refused to take a loyalty oath. Lavalle is yet with¬ 
out a job and is still under investigation, he told 
£9*?, Academic Freedom Week chairman Barb 
Walls. Such restriction, cannot be regarded as any¬ 
thing but unhealthy. 

Then there are schools whose student Senate 
£ am pus newspaper are kept in suppression by 
the Administration. Both organizations at Juniata 
occasionally are regarded as puppies running a- 


all met to worship the same God and our intelli¬ 
gence and uncertainty make no difference in the 
way we wish to worship Him. We should all wor¬ 
ship God in the same manner, and the fact that the 
sermon does not apply to our situation gives us an 
opportunity to learn to endure the uninteresting. 

Further it was felt that the students would not 
attend such a service (would not get out of the 
rack) because they did not take a very active part 
in other religious organizations on campus, ignor¬ 
ing the fact that before coming to college most of 
the JC students were from Christian homes and 
regularly attended church and therefore would be 
more likely to attend a campus morning worship 
service than a week day meeting. 

In addition the con felt that the service is not to 
relate the gospel to he student’s situation but only 
to give him an opportunity to praise God—and, 
lastly, we must change the students’ attitudes (as 
simply as that). 

The practicability of the service was also con¬ 
sidered. The pro brought out the fact that the stu¬ 
dents, through their volunary offering could easily 
support the financial end, the college choirs have 
shown an interest in supplying the music and the 
JCA would obtain the nine required ministers 
during the summer. The con simply said they didn’t 
think that it would work. 

These are the major points—it seemed that at 
least one-half of the con side saw nothing really 
wrong with the service except that it would not 
work. 

Perhaps it is time that Juniata took some posi¬ 
tive action in supporting their claim to be a Christ¬ 
ian college—many students take no active part in 
religious programs—the all- college church service 
might reach them and more effectively reach 
others. Perhaps this service could help to make us 
feel more like a Christian Community. 

Many of the students are not satisfied with the 
status quo. The all-college church service is not 
a change for the sake of a change but rather an 
attempt to meet a definite need.

Preserving 
our various freedoms is always vital, and unless 
looked after, they may be lost.

The World This Week: 

McCarthy's Death 
Is Shock To Nation

The death of Senator Joseph 
McCarthy came as a shock to the 
people of the U. S. 

This does not mean that he was 
loved or even respected. At least 
everyone knew who he was. His 
name blazed across the headlines 
a few years ago when he exploited 
the red hysteria that swept the 
country. 

Using methods that gained him 
an official Senae censure, he rant¬ 
ed and raved of “twenty-one years 
of treason” in the Democratic ad- 
ministi'ation. In committee hear¬ 
ings he blustered and hurled 
grave charges at people in a reck¬ 
less fashion. 1 

Yet, strangely enough, McCar¬ 
thy began his career as a pro- 
pressive and a Democrat. Even 
after switching to the Republican 
party, his early record was not 
reactionary. But when he found 
himself in disagreement with the 
President he had nowhere to turn 
for support except to the right- 
wing Republicans, and he re¬ 
mained with them until his death. 

Since the Senate censure, Mc¬ 
Carthy has been working in a 
shadow of discredit. Because he 
belonged to the reactionaries, his 
death is going to have important 
political repfercussions. It is high¬ 
ly unlikely that another man of 
his stamp will be elected. In fact, 
predictions are that a Democrat 
will be elected, thus increasing 
their majority in the Senate. 

If fhe Democrats are victorious 
Arthur Krock of the New York 
Times predicts important psycho¬ 
logical consequences. It will fore¬ 
warn defeat for the Republicans 
in 1958 who are at the moment 
swinging to the right away from 
Eisenhower. For a reactionary to 
be replaced by a liberal is a good 
sign of the mood of the people* 

The right wing has lost one of 
its strongest personalities. Chan¬ 
ces that they will find someone 
to take his place are very slim in-

Her assignments to various 
committees, the Senate, the Judi¬ 
ciary and Women’s House also 
stem from her position in the Ad¬ 
ministration. She finds the work 
interesting and “certainly not mo¬ 
notonous.” One of the highly uni¬ 
que factors is the fact that, as 
dean of women, Miss Bechtell can 
not hold definite office hours. 
Many are the times when she has 
been aroused from sleep to cope 
with some situation or problem 
arising in the middle of the night 

More often than not, the work 
of both deans involves the duties 
of a referral agency when stu¬ 
dents are directed to the proper 
authorities to find help with their 
particular problems. 

Dean of Men 

Charles Godlasky, dean of men, 
performs many tasks that are 
similar in nature to those en¬ 
countered by the dean of women. 
As Godlasky stated it, his princi¬ 
pal job involves the work of a dis¬ 
ciplinarian and the task of seeing 
that the men follow the rules of 
Juniata. Like his female counter¬ 
part, he keeps a check on the aca¬ 
demic standings of the students 
and counsels with them. 

His counselling deals with such 
problems as social and emotional 
adjustment, group living, respon¬ 
sible citizenship and development 
of self-discipline. His work also 
involves membership on many 
committees. 

Both Deans find it essential to 
discuss together basic poli¬ 
cies from time to time; however 
on the whole, their jobs involve 
individual work. 

Placement 

Dean Godlasky also serves as 
the Placement Officer for Juniata. 
Particularly important is the task 
of arranging for visits from rep¬ 
resentatives of various industries 
and concerns who are looking for 
graduating students to fill posi¬ 
tions open in their businesses In 
just a few weeks last spring rep¬ 
resentatives of 35 concerns visited 
campus interviewing students 

Having a background of coach¬ 
ing, Godlasky feels that this has 
been a great aid in his developing 
£°reiationship w ith the men. 

Although both deans are recent 
additions to the Administration 
they have both penetrated deeply 
into the college community as 
they carry out their various duties 
and find solutions to problems a- 
nsing on our campus. 

Director of Admissions 

A friendly personality which is 
contagious to all is characteristic 
of Robert Newcombe, our present 
director of admissions. He assum¬ 
ed this position in July of 1952 
previously being the activities di¬ 
rector in the industrial person¬ 
nel division of the Owens-Corning 
Fiberglas. K 

Along with his secretary, Mrs. 
Barbara Weaver, Newcombe 
carries out the various phases of 
P“ bllc relation’s program 
which includes the testing of stu¬ 
dents m approximately 300 high 
schools of college minded indivi¬ 
duals. A student’s record is pro¬ 
cessed from the time he expres¬ 
ses interest in Juniata until he is 
accepted. 

Under the direction of Mrs. 
Weaver, the standings of the stu¬ 
dents who have taken the admis¬ 
sions test are sent to the resoec- 
tive schools in accordance with 
their standing in comparison with 
similar groups. 

Career Conferences 

College-nights, which are held 
in various prospective areas, are 
under the direction of N e w~ 
combe as well as career confer¬ 
ences. He also serves as the ehair= 
man of the admissions committee. 

A graduate of the University 
o f Ohio, Newcombe travels 
many miles for speaking engage¬ 
ments and panel discussions, all 
of which are in the interest of re¬ 
cruiting students to Juniata.

Much Ado About Admissions 


THROUGHOUT the semester there have been 
rumblings of all sorts about the college’s admis¬ 
sions policy—it was an issue in the Senate election, 
it has been thrashed about with various degrees 
of gusto by a number of campus leaders and it has 
been criticized by some members of the Faculty 
and Administration while others have kept busy 
dragging the issue from the spotlight being' played 
upon it. 

And in the course of this alternating whirl¬ 
wind and breeze of discontent with some of those 
among us at Juniata, accusations have been hurl¬ 
ed at various groups, most notably the athletes, 
the admissions office and anyone who dares ques¬ 
tion if there is really a problem at all. 

There is much being said on the other side of 
the issue as well. In fact student government here 
has suffered some loss of prestige for even under¬ 
taking a survey into admissions policy. 

Amidst the bombardment in various degrees 
and along various lines of argument that has come 
from both camps, one cannot intelligently cling 
immovably to one side or the other. It seems to us 
that both sides need to modify their thinking a bit. 

But we certainly must admit that there are a 
number of undesirable things going on on our 
campus, and while we realize that no place is com¬ 
pletely free of such activities, it seems that this 
past year at Juniata has been worse than a num¬ 
ber of others. 

We recall the theft of books and money from 
the library, the skirmishes with Huntingdon juve¬ 
niles, the increasingly nauseating manners in the 
dining hall, the obvious decrease in respect for per¬ 
sons and property on our campus. 

But much more has been made out of any 
thrust at the athletes than was intended; besides. 


we cannot logically see why being an athlete 
makes one undesirable. If some of the "undesir¬ 
ables" on campus are athletes, this is completely 
irrelevant. 

We also think that the storm being blown up 
over this issue is somewhat greater than it need 
be. Senate President Del .McQuaide is to be con¬ 
gratulated for the intelligent way in which he is 
approaching the issue. Instead of making a lot of 
noise without first getting the facts straight, Mc¬ 
Quaide is conducting a methodical survey into the 
situation and is gleaning much helpful informa¬ 
tion. 

There is a problem, we feel, and a number of 
situations have been unearthed that should be 
eliminated. Fortunately key people on the Ad¬ 
ministration have been cooperative to the extent 
that they admit that students have a right to be 
concerned. We hope that these persons will join in 
this evaluation. 

Competition to get into college today is impel¬ 
ling enough and Juniata is attractive enough that 
we do not have to be satisfied with second-rate 
citizens. Naturally we advocate careful screening. 

But immediately questions arise: What is the 
best type of citizen? What- should be the chiet 
basis for awarding financial aid? How can you 
tell in advance if a student is going to conform to 
Juniata standards (if we want him to conform)? 

Far be it from us to rant and rave about the 
Juniata student body. There are, of course, as 
there are everywhere else, a number of persons 
who don't seem to fit in. Then loo, there are some 
practices that should be eliminated. 

work by President McQuaide and others that 
Juniata may be graced with even more good citi¬ 
zens than she now has. We certainly wouldn’t 
want to see things get any worse.

Treasurer John Fike, a native 
of Somerset and 1 a graduate of 
Juniata, spent 15 years of his life 
selling cars before he became in¬ 
volved in college administrative 
work.
